The sporting event, of the Iweek has been 
^the race between the yachts Mayflower ami 
G alatea lor the possession of tho cup won 
by the America in 1855, and successfully 
defended by Am erican yachts against all 
the boats th a t the British could send over. 
Tho last contestant lrom across tho At­ 
lantic is the Galatea, com m anded by Lieu­ 
tenant Benn, which vessel does not seem to 
be equal as a speeder to tho Genesta, which, 
with Sir Richard Sutton, disputed the prize 
with the P u ritan last year. 
The first of the races took place on Tues­ 
day last, in Now York harbor, and the May­ 
flower won handsom ely. The story of the 
race Is in brief th a t irom the starting lino 
out to Sandy Hook it a a s simply a series of 
tacks, lull bellying sails in Hie sun for a 
long spin, w rinkled for a m om ent as tho 
vessels w ent about, and again well-filled 
as they started off on the other tack. Down 
below the Narrow's a steam boat cut across 
the Dow' of th e G alatea and injured lier 
chances a trifle, but did not affect the result 
in the slightest, as the Mayflower kept 
draw ing away. 
At the buoys inside Sandy Hook tho wholfe 
concourse of sail and steam craft gathered 
and waited while the sloop aud tho cutter 
swept by. It was a little after I o’clock then, 
ann the Mayflower wa> six m inutes nheau 
of tho G alatea in passing these m arks, in 
distance sho was hail a m ile in tho lead 
Out a t sea. beyond the Hook, it was 
still Maytiower w eather—a light wind and 
a smooth sea, w ith a scarcely perceptible 
BW'oli. 
J ho Gal;.lea did worse there than 
in the h a ibor. 'lh e Mayflower took in tho 
little jib topsail as she prepared to go 
around the Ugly’ red vessel th at m arks tile 
wreck ol the Scotland. 
As she passed and started hom eward there 
was a hash of w hite lrom topm ast to bow­ 
sprit end, and liar great balloon jib swelled 
out, the m ainsail was cased oft a bit, and 
away sho w ent w ith tho taco already won 
It no accident happened. It was 2.55 o'clock 
when she turned, and 2.44 w'lien tile Gala­ 
tea lollowed her example. 
The Mayflower passed the Southw est Spit 
it 3.34 o’clock. The G alatea was not tim ed. 
There the Mayflower got her spinnaker 
boom ready, but did not b reak o u t the im­ 
mense sail for a long time, 
No one paid any aiteuiion to the cutter 
after that. All were hurrying away to the 
finishing line lo watch tile run in.

T he second day’s racing for the cup, 
which was fixed 
for Thursday, 
was a 
failure. 
A dense fog settled down over 
New York harbor, and the wind died aw'ay 
completely’. 
The 
Mayflower 
led 
the 
Galatea, but the race not having been com­ 
pleted w ithin tim required 
tim e (seven 
hours), was declared oft, and the tim e fixed 
for (Saturday. 
Much trouble was occasioned by tho fog. 
A Bostou excursion steam er went ashore 
Bt Bandy Hook. hut got oft, and no lives 
■were lost. 
On featurday the conditions appeared very 
favoraole for a good race. The courso was 
tw enty m iles from Scotland lightship and 
return, the last liuif being a beat to wind­ 
ward. 
, 
At 11.10 a. rn. the preparatory signal was 
blown irom the com m ittee’s tugboat Luek- 
lenbach. 
At 
11.10 the 
Mayflower was 
nearer to the line and heading dead on, the 
G alatea being som ew hat astern. 
When the 
whistle was 
blown 
one ‘m inute 
later 
tim Mayflower's 
spinnaker 
broke 
out. 
and 
com ing 
down 
to 
Hie 
line like 
a gull, she loomed across 
at precisely 
11.22.40. 
The 
G alatea 
was 
slow 
rn 
getting up 
to 
the 
lice. and 
as 
she 
was too tar 
to Hie 
southw ard, 
could 
not get to it with 
her kites 
pulling, 
but as she cam e under the stem of tao 
lightship and wore around on the line, sue 
set lier spinnaker all a Hying and went 
across just I m inute 30 seconds alter the 
Mayflower, at 11,24. IO. 
The breeze was 
blowing about nine knots, the boats made 
about six aud one-hali knots or Derhaps a 
little less. 
W hen th e G alatea crossed the lino the 
Bostonian was perhaps a little more than 
an eighth of a mile in the lead. 
Un board tho G alatea tile M ayflower’s 
balloon could not be seen, and they made 
Do effort to put any other he.id.-ail on titan 
Itaysail and jib until 12 o'clock, when a 
Small jib topsail was set over the other 
tieadsails, 
aud 
caught’

th at 
blew 
out 
of 
the 
lead of the spinnaker. 
At 1 2.1 5 there was a noticeable dim inu­ 
tion in the force of tho wind, though there 
was still enough to fill the yachts' sails and 
Scud them along at a fairly respectable 
pace. 
Tile May (lower had increased lier lead, 
helped so greatly by the balloon jib, to over 
B quarter of a ruffe, and m ade 110 fuss about 
It, either. 
At 12.45 the Mayflower was over a half a 
mile ahead aud still increasing tho distance 
between lier pretty stern ami tho deep steel- 
bulled cran, which was not going well at 
Oil. 
It was 1.40 p. rn. w'heu the tu rning buoy 
was sighted, about two miles oft, and one 
m inute later Ute Mayflower’s bi) loon jib 
Was taken in, preparatory to coming down 
to the m urk and going round for the beat 
to 
windward 
home.

G alatea 
was 
still 
a 
m ile 
in 
the 
rear 
though with the shortened sail 011 tile May­ 
flower she had a good chanco to m ake up a 
little of tile white sloop’s lead. 
At exactly 1.55.05 she hauled up around

on tho star­ 
board tack, heading for the Jersey coast. 
The G alatea slowly and laboriously came 
for Hie line a long way behind the Boston­ 
ian mid at this point was a badly beaten 
boat. Notiiing in the world wras able to save 
her 
now. unless she got a lucky slant 
of wind som ewhere, and go ahead oil luck. 
In jibing before reaching tho tu rning buoy 
she lost headway entirely, aud cam e for 
the m ark very slowly com pared with the 
other boats, but when she got around at 
2.10.20, lo m inutes Jo seconds behind, 
the Mayflower, the breeze had freshened 
and w hite caps were curling all over the 
ocean, 
A sm all, though bothersom e sea 
was 
coming 
out 
ol 
the 
northw est, 
and 
the 
wind. 
which 
had 
hauled 
a little more northerly, was increasing 
every moment. 'The cutter w as keeping a 
hotter lull 011 than had been lier custom in 
tile 
previous 
race. 
It 
inaue

through the w ater better and lean far 
over till her side was hared to tile wind for 
fully five feet from her rail, 
lier lee lail 
was ii! dor water, aud altogether she was 
doing m uch better than she had 
done 
before. 
'The little sea th at was on'tlie Mayflower’s 
w eather how, troubled her some, but not 
enough to im pede her to any appreciable 
degree. The cutter, of course, was not 
bothered at all by it. her deep hull. down In 
the w ater having too good a hold. 
At 2.10 the Mayflower w ent about on the 
port reach and stood oft’ for ten m inutes. 
By 
th at 
tim e 
the 
wind 
had 
worked 
itself 
up 
into 
a 
respecta­ 
ble ‘‘scupper breeze.” 
In the hour from 2.20 to 3.20 the May­ 
flower m ade twelve m iles by tho register in 
T h e G l o b e steam or’s engine-room. 
Along tow ard 3 o'clock tho wind had 
begun to lessen and haul aud hack iii an 
extraordinary way. First it was northw est, 
then north-by-west, then it hacked to west- 
northw est, and still later to west-by-south. 
While the strong breeze held, and when 
the G alatea had the advantage of being 
able to carry a club topsail to the May­ 
flower's w orking topsail, she gained very 
considerably. 
From the tim e the May­ 
flower took in her club, when sho was a 
good two m iles a head, the G alatea had 
reached and out-pointed her so m uch th at 
w hen the wind began to play hide and 
seek am ong the Jersey hills and cam e out 


on the ocean in fitful puffs from north-by. 
west to west bv south, the cutter nad cut 
down the Boston boat’s lead by more than 
half, th a t is. she was behind less than a 
mile, and it is probable th a t if the breeze 
had held as it began alter the turn she 
would have given the Mayflower a close 


ia'fh’c Mayflower, three quarters of a mile 
nearer shore, a t last struck a streak of wind 
th at keeled her over, and away she went 
up 
the 
beach 
as 
fast 
as 
lier sails 
would carry her. 
The poor Galatea lying only alin it a mile 
away had lier sails hanging idle to her 
spars, and rolling about in the swell dis­ 
consolate, deserted, beaten, unlucky. 
Not 
a breath of air came there to give her 
hope, w hile her com petitor was leaving her 
fast Debind, with the breeze bending her 
over fiercely. Then the cutter tacked a 
couple 
of 
times, in 
order to work in 
further 
and 
get 
the streak th a t the 
Mayflower w as in. but by the tim e sho cot 
there, just off Ixmg Branch, the centre­ 
board 
was 
over 
three 
m iles 
ahead 
and 
getting 
toward 
the 
finish 
in 
a 
m anner 
th a t 
removed 
w hatever 
doubts there may have arisen a half hour 
before as to ber ability to finish the race 
within the tune lim it and at tho sam e tim e 
avoid tho necessity of having a postponed 
race to sail on Monday. 
The last tack the Mayflower had made 
was at 4.2 0 p. in. 
She then had until ti.2 2 
to finish tho race, a distance of about 
twelve miles. It was thought pretty certain 
th at 
aho 
would 
reach 
the 
goal 
or 
time, 
and 
if 
the 
wind 
did 
not 
haul again there would be a cfiance for her 
to do it iiT tile one reacli along the beach. 
At 5 o’clock she had reached M onm outh 
beach, and was going at about six m iles an 
hour, m aking it a m atter of guesswork 
w hether she would roach the finish on time. 
As the Mayflower approached the finish 
an extraordinary scene presented itself. 
The enorm ous excursion steam ers Grand 
Republic and Columbia, the iron steam ers 
Taurus. Cepheus. Sirius and Cygnus, the 
John Sylvester, the Bay Bingo, the John E. 
Moore 
and 
about 
thirty 
tugs, 
and 
ten 
or 
fifteen steam yachts, 
ranged 
them selves 
in 
lines 
on 
both 
sides of tho 
finish, 
with 
T h e 
G l o b e 
steam er, tho Lnekenbach am i the light­ 
ship between 
1'uein. 
'Tho sides of the 
steam ers were black w ith people. 
They 
hung onto the railings, in im m inent danger 
of falling overboard. They sw arm ed on top 
of the pilot house, tho paddle wheel boxof. 
and into every position th a t would offer tho 
slightest view' of the queen of yachts as silo 
crossed tho finish, 
bolly five m inutes be­ 
fore she finished, the crowds, at least 15.- 
0 0 0 people, who had followed the race 
from beginning to end, began to cheer. 
A grander sight never was seen, tile May­ 
flower, with ail her lower sails out, to lier 
jibtopsail, aud her snowy club-topsail set. 
and curling up a watery ridge at her bow, 
was 
ju st 
crossing 
tile 
lino. 
The 
G alatea was com pletely distanced and could 
not m ake the distance w ithin tho prescribed 
seven hours. This lei! tile Mayflower the 
only boat in the race after sho had finished, 
for tho E nglishm an had finished som ewhere 
out on the ocean between two and three 
miles from the m ark, and four m iles away 
when tho Mayflower finished. 
Tho G alatea's very 
b.id 
beating was 
greatly due to hor poor luck in getting 
( aught in a calm flat spot, while the May­ 
flower had a spanking breeze, thougli there 
is no doubt that the cutter would have been 
beaten by over fifteen m inutes, even if she 
had 
held

which the Mayflower held.

CHIEF GERONIMO^ CAREER. 


Adventures of a Bad Indian Who Has 
Done Hie Worst and Who Has De­ 
luded the Whole United States Army. 


W a s h i n g t o n , S eptem bers.—Indian Com­ 
m issioner A tkins speaking of Geronimo, 
tho guerilla Indian chief, who has surren­ 
dered to General Miles, said: 
‘’T here has not been such a w arrior as Ger­ 
onimo since the days of Hob Roy. He has 
subsisted on the roots of Hie desert and the 
serpents of the m ountains for nearly two 
years. He has bean his own com m issary 
and chief of transportation; lie has worn 
out an arm y, alai has kept a vast region of 
country in terror. P art of hts tim e he has 
I,ecu wounded and sick. 
His barbarous 
heroism and endurance are unsurpassed by 
anything In history. 
‘‘There are a good m any points aboutlthis 
wonderful cam paign th at the public at 
large are not fam iliar with. 
The revolt 
th at has ju st been brought to a close by this 
capture was started by a woman, the wife 
of Chief Mangus. She is a woman cf great 
force of character, and strikingly intellec­ 
tual for a squaw. .She planned the escape 
and urged the band to desperate deeds. Site 
was tho Joan of A rco! the Apache race 
Tho escape of Geronimo 'from F ort Apache 
took place 011 May 17, 1885. 
W ith him he 
took thirty-four bucks, eight boys and 
ninety-one women. 
They travelled 120 
m iles 
before 
camping, 
and 
their 
pursuers were 
hot 
upon 
their tracks, 
but 
they didn’t 
get in sight ot 
the 
Indians. 
For 
hundreds 
of 
m iles this 
chase was kept up until Geronimo was 
in the fastnesses of the m ountains. Finally. 
after a desperate cam paign, lie was captured 
by General Crook, but w as only held one 
night, when he escaped again 
A few days 
after this escape lie returned into the fort 
w ith 
four 
bucks, aud 
seizing a w hite 
woman told her th at if she did not tell him 
w here his wife’s tent was he would kill lier. 
The woman pointed out the squaw ’s tent. 
Geronimo took his wife and was again at 
largo, having accom plished one of Hie most 
daring and heroic deeds ever recorded. 
Now th at ho is captured after such a des­ 
perate chase he will undoubtedly lie hur­ 
ried east w ith all possible haste. General 
Miles will take good c ire th a t he does not 
again escape. It would bo a reflection upon 
the. general th at lie will take good care not 
to liavo occur it this desperado should again 
get at large.” 
At the Indian office tho history of this 
notorious Indian was fully looked up. 
His 
nam e, spelled Eroneuio, 
first occurs in 
Agent Clum ’s report or 
tho San Carlos 
agency in 1876, Mr. Clum writes at length 
iii 
th at year 
of 
the 
rem oval of the 
C hiricahua Apaches. 
In April a band of 
these Indians attacked Sulphur Springs 
station and killed two men, Messrs. Rogers 
aud Spence. Tho sam e band attacked tho 
randies of the Bio ban Pedro, killed one 
man and very badly wounded another. A 
company ol cavalry w ent from F ort Bowie 
to punish these m urderers. They pursued 
them Sixty miles ami had a fight They 
killed no Indians, and returned iii May. 
Six ot the Chiricahua Apaches were re­ 
moved to San Carlos. 
'The nam e of the C hiricahua Indians had 
been a terror to Arizona aud Sonora for 
inuuy years previous to this. 
Many graves 
iii Arizona m ar god tho resting places of 
their victim s, ann their raids tor plunder 
and m urder w ere continued up to the very 
day of their rem oval. The reason for their 
rem oval was th at they could be m anaged 
belter in the San Carlos agency than in the 
m ountain fastnesses. 
At this tim e the tribe num bered 500 able 
warriors, well arm ed, brave and expe­ 
rienced. 
They 
had 
defied 
the 
arm y, 
and 
had 
invariably 
been 
successful 
in all 
engagem ents 
with 
our 
troops. 
General Kautz, who was then in command 
of the departm ent of Arizona, sent tw elve 
conman es of the Sixth Cavalry, two com­ 
panies of Inuiau scouts, and a company of 
Indian policemen to Apache Bas-. The In­ 
dian scouts had a sm all engagem ent with 
Chief Taza, w ho com m anded the Clffrica- 
huas, but i’aza aud his trite, when they un­ 
derstood w hat w as desired, volunteered to 
go to San Carlos. About sixty Indians un­ 
der Ju h and Geronimo ran away into Son­ 
ora. where their home hail form erly been. 
They soon tired of rem aining in Mexico, 
however, for they received 
no 
rations 
there, and so came back into the United 
States. 
Uu Septem ber 2, 1.877, 300 Blot Springs 
and C hiricahua Indians suddenly deserted 
San Carlos. They were pursued and thirty 
of them captured. 'The rem ainder w ert 
into New Mexico and began to kill and pil­ 
lage settlers. After a long cam paign they 
were captured, but while being returned to 
San Carlos as usual about IOO made their 
est ape to the m ountains. A long and ex­ 
pensive cam paign followed. The Indians 
wete finally worn out, and cam e back only 
to again escape, this tim e to the San Mateo 
m ountains.

TROD BLE IN EUROPE. 


Bulgaria the Cause of Much 
Disquietude. 


Parnell’s Land Bill and tile Policy 


of Obstruction. 


Summary of the W eek’s Happen­ 
ings in the Old World. 


The trouble in regard to the Bulgarian 
revolution hassiuim ered down considerably 
since Prince Alexander, In obedience to the 
m andate of the Czar, left ’ttiis beloved Bul­ 
garin.” But the peace is all on the surface. 
T here yet rem ain elem ents winch will go 
far to create a first-class row, in which it is 
easy to conclude th at the great nations of 
Europe will all be interested. Spite of their 
w arlike propensities the great powers of 
Europe are nervously anxious to keep the 
peace, aud the constant patching up of 
broken treaties and compromises w ith tho 
constantly changing course of events only 
shows how hopeless is the attem pt to do so. 
The prediction t hat there is going to bo a 
general war for the settlem ent of the ’’east­ 
ern question” is as safe now as it has been 
since 1878. 
It m ust come, but not till every 
nation of Europe has found it impossible to 
preserve the peace, and th a t tim e does not 
seem far oft. 
In tile sketch of the rise of B ulgaria last 
w eek some attem pt was m ade to show w hat 
interests were involved. 
The T urkish em- 
p n e is doomed to fall. 
More than ever 
before the Sultan is 
the ‘‘sick m an of 
E urope,” and the crows 
are 
gathering 
around In anticipation of the feast on his 
corpse. By tho recent events in Bulgaria 
Russian intl lienee h a 9 been increased in that 
country, and for the tim e at least the Czar’s 
authority extends to w ithin a short distance 
of the m uch-coveted Constantinople. Only 
t>vo things are needed n o w -civil war in 
Bulgaria, to m ake Russian m ilitary inter­ 
ference necessary; then, w ith the presence 
ol a large arm y, a quarrel w ith Turkey un­ 
aided m ight m ean a seizure of the S ultan’s 
capital, w ith a defiance to all the world to 
take it aw ay again. 
B u t'these tw o things 
Lire unlikely to happen, for the excellent 
I reason th a t Austria, 
T urkey 
and Eng 
laud 
are 
at 
one 
on 
tho 
sub­ 
ject 
of 
opposing 
any 
such 
solution 
of tho problem. 
T urkey is getting ready 
I for the coining fight 
by increasing her 
arm y, and, incidentally, is having a little 
trouble iii the Syrian provinces over its 
conscription. 
A ustria is interested in not 
having Russia on botli sides of her. and 
E ngland's interests are so bound up with 
those of Turkey th at a menace to Constan­ 
tinople is a vital blow to E ngland’s inter­ 
ests in the East. It Is a very pretty row as 
it stands, and Russia is not strong enough 
yet toprovoKe such a fight. 
On the 4th 
inst. A lexander publicly announced his in­ 
tention of again afidicating the throne. 
He made ail attei ting address to the officers 
of tho arm y, in which he said: “I ara forced 
to quit tlie throne. The independence of 
Bulgaria requires th at I leave the country. 
lf I did not Russia would occupy it. I will, 
however, consult with the superior officers 
and constitute a regency which will en­ 
deavor to protect the interest of my officers. 
In any case, I rely on the arm y.” 
The situation is a perplexing one, and the 
position of England in reference tp the m at­ 
ter m ust be regarded as anything but a dig­ 
nified cue. She gave hor moral support to 
Alexander, but it am ounted to nothing. 
Now th a t abdication is an accomplished 
fact, words unsupplem ented bv action are 
not only worthless bu t ridiculous. 
Tho 
under secretary of foreign affairs declares 
(lith e House of Commons th at Russia had 
been violent and treacherous; but he did 
not intim ate th at England would interfere 
in the 
m atter. Interference 
is 
indeed 
not now to lie thought of; the only effect, 
therefore, of this ebullition wilt be to 
exasperate Russia. It will have no concilia­ 
tory influence upon Germ any or Austria. 
It will not iii the least aid Alexander. In 
the m eantim e T urkey is pushing forward 
her m ilitary preparations, thus exhausting 
herself in the interest of Russian m ilitary 
advance. 
At .Sofia there is naturally an 
intense anxiety and excitem ent. Repre­ 
sentatives of the B ulgarian provisional 
governm ent have appeared at tho Rus­ 
sian 
consulate 
ana 
dem anded—first, 
the 
nam e 
of 
the 
candidate for 
the 
B ulgarian throne whom Russia favors; 
secondly, a form al promise (hat Russia 
will not occupy B ulgaria; thirdly, th at the 
present constitution be m aintained, 
the 
freedom of Bulgaria respected, aud the 
country allowed to m anage its domestic 
affairs; and. fourthly, th at if Russia sends a 
general to B ulgaria ho m ust act m erely as 
m inister of war, and organize the arm y un­ 
der Bulgarian, not under Russian officers. 
These dem ands have been telegraphed to 
St. Petersburg, and 
it is reported that 
Russia has assented to the chief of them .

The bill introduced by Mr. Parnell has for 
its features au enlargem ent of tho land act 
of 1 8 8 1 , so as to ponnit leaseholders, as 
well as ordinary occupants, to apply for 
judicial rents, and secondly an adjustm ent 
of rents as fixed bv the laud commissioners 
to tho present low prices of farm products. 
There was also a provision authorizing the 
Land Courts to suspend evictions in all 
cases whore tho tenants offered to pay three- 
fourths of the existing rents and gave good 
reasons for pronouneingthe rents excessive. 
it is said that Lord Churchill, Beach, the 
Irish secretary, and W. Ti. Sm ith are in 
favor of the bill, and. if this bo true, it is 
not a t all unlikely th at the trio will have 
their way. Mathews, the home secretary, 
of course will do w hatever C hurchill tells 
him.

full. The Standard.w hich argues this ques­ 
tion very cautiously, but leans to com­ 
promise. says: “If this be so, policy and 
hum anity alike dem and th at such tenants 
shall not be compelled to pay the forfeit of 
their failure.”

LINCOLN’S FIRST CALL. 


How the Impulsive Southern 
People Received It.

In April, 1861. w rites J o h n s . Mosby to 
tho St. Louis Republican, I was attending 
court at Abingdon, Va., when I m et a per­ 
son who had just stepped out of tho tele­ 
graph office who had inform ed mo th at tre­ 
m endous tidings were passing over Hie 
wires. Going in, I inquired of the operator 
w hat it was, who told me th at Lincoln had 
Issued a proclam ation calling out troops.

The 
indignation aroused by the president’s proc­ 
lam ation spread like fire on a prairie, and 
the laws becam e silent in tho midst of an n a 
People of average age, sox and comfit on 
were borne aw ay on tbe tido of excited 
feeling th at sw ept over the land. 
The hom e of Governor John B. Floyd, 
who had resigned as secretary of w ar under 
Buchanan, was at Abingdon. I went to Ii is 
house and told him the news, He immedi- 
diately issued a call to arm s.w hich resound­ 
ed like the roll of / i ska’s drum am ong Hie 
m ountains 
of 
southw estern 
Virginia. 
Many of tho m ost influential fam ilies 
i ii 
th a t region were descendants of the men 
who had fought under Morgan and Camp­ 
bell al Eutaw Springs an 1 K ing’s Mountain. 
T heir m ilitary spirit was inflam ed by stir­ 
ring appeals to tbe m em ories of the deeds 
their sires had done. 
Women, too. came 
forward to inspire m en w ith a spirit of 
heroic solf-sacrttice and a devotion th at 
rivalled the m aidens of C arthage and Sara­ 
gossa. 
All the pride and affection th at Virgin­ 
ians bud felt in Hie traditions of tho gov­ 
ernm ent which their ancestors had made, 
and the inheritance which they bad be­ 
queathed, wore lost in tho overpowering 
sentim ent ot sym pathy w ith the people 
wiio wore threatened with invasion, 
it is a 
m istake to suppose th at the V irginia peo­ 
ple went to w ar in obedience to any decree 
of their State com m anding them to go. On 
the contrary, tho people were in n state of 
arm ed revolution before the State had 
acted in its corporate capacity. 
J went 
along with the flood like everybody else 
A 
few individuals here aud thoro attem pted 
to breast the storm of passion, 
Their fate did not encourage others to 
follow their exam ple, and all th at they did 
was to servo "like ocean wrecks to illum in­ 
ate the storm .'’ In anticipation of tbeso 
ovents 
A Cnviitry <.‘i>m|>any 
had for some m onths been in pro ess ot or­ 
ganization, which I had joined as a private. 
This com pany—known as tho W ashington 
Mounted R ifles-w as im m ediately called 
together by its com m anding officer. Uun- 
tai William E. Joues. Captain Jones was a 
graduate of West I’olnt, and had resigned 
some years before from tho U nited States

rniy. Ho w as a stern disciplinarian and 
evoted to duty. 
Under a rugged m anner 
and im practicable tem per lie. had a heart 
th a t beat with warm impulses, 'lo lits in­ 
feriors in rank ho was just and kind, but 
too much inclined to cross the wishes and 
criticise the orders of his superiors. Ho 
had been classm ate of Stonew all Jack­ 
son 
at 
the

academy, 
and 
told 
mo 
m any 
anecdotes 
of 
Jack ­ 
son’s 
piety, 
as 
well 
as 
his

tricities. He was a hard swearer, and a 
few days after the battle of Bull Run he 
told mo th a t ho was a t Jackson’s head­ 
quarters aud th a t Jackson got very m uch 
provoked at som ething a soldier bad done, 
when Jones said: "Jackson, let mo cuss 
him for you.” Ho fell iii tho battle with 
General H unter in the valley of V irginia in 
.lune, 1864, 
We went into barracks at 
Abingdon and began drilling. No service 
I ever had to perform during Hie war w ent 
as much against tile grain as standing 
guard the first night I was iu camp. 
I 
had no friends iii the cavalry company, 
so 
I 
applied 
to 
Governor 
Letelier 
for 
a 
Balisier 
to 
an 
infantry 
company 
th a t 
had 
been 
raised 
iii tlia tp a rt of tile county where I resided. 
But on tile very day I made the applica­ 
tion a telegraphic order came for us to start 
for Richm ond im m ediately, and I never 
heard anything more of it. My comp m y 
m arched on horseback all the way to Rich­ 
mond, about 500 miles, while the infantry 
com pany w ent by rail. B ut how sm all is 
the control th at m ortals have over their 
own destinies. Tho com pany to which I 
unsuccessfully applied to be transferred be­ 
came a part of the im m ortal division of 
Stonewall Jackson, 
in 
which I 
Would 
have 
had 
only 
a 
slight 
chanco of 
asserting m y 
individuality-, but would 
have 
been 
m erged 
in 
tho mass. 
I 
rem em ber 
distinctly 
now 
bow, 
with 
a heart alm ost bursting w ith grief, in the 
m idst of a rain, I bade my friends in tho in­ 
fantry com pany farewell just an they were 
getting on the train. I had no dream then 
th a t I would ever be anything more than a 
private soldier. Oil the same day, in rain 
and mud, we started on the m arch to Rich­ 
mond. A few days before a flag had been 
presentee! to our com pany by a young lady 
with an address in which sho rem inded us 
th at "the coward dies a thousand deaths— 
tho brave m an dies but one.” 
T h e M a rt'll to K ichinotid 
under a soldier who had bivouacked on the 
plains was a course of beneficial discipline. 
T he grief of parting from home and friends 
soon wore away and we were as gay as if we 
wore going to a wedding or a picnic. Gloom 
was succeeded by m irth and songs of glad­ 
ness, and if A braham Lincoln could have 
been sung out of tbe South as Jam es ll. was 
out of E ngland, our com pany would have 
done it and saved the country all tho light­ 
ing. 
Tile lavonte songs were generally 
those of sentim ent and 
sadness 
inter­ 
m ingled w ith an occasional cornic: melody. 
I rem em ber this refrain of ouo th at often 
resounded from the head to the rear of tile 
colum n as wo passed soiuo farm er’s house: 
Ho who has B ood buttermilk a-plenty, au«l gives 
tho soldiers none. 
He shan’t have any of our buttermilk when hts 
buttermilk B gone. 
The butterm ilk, as well as everything 
else that the farm er had th at was good, was 
generally given to tho soldiers. 
The 
country was brim ful of patriotism . The 
gayety with which men m arched into tho 
face of death is not so rem arkable as tho 
fortitude and cheerfulness of tim wives and 
m others who stayed at homo and waited for 
the news of the battles, 
in nearly every 
hom e in the 8011th could be found an ex­ 
am ple of th at Spartan m ottler who sent her 
son to the wars with hor last injunction to 
return with his shield or return upon in 
This courage, exhibited in tbe beginning, 
survived to tho last through all tbe long 
agony aud bloody sw eat after Hie struggle. 
On reaching 
Richmond, 
after 
a 
few 
days’ 
rest, 
we 
were ordered to 
tho 
Shenandoah valley. A day or so before we 
started, C aptain Jones made a requisition on 
the quarterm aster’s departm ent for cloth­ 
ing for his company. We wero furnished 
w ith suits of a very rough quality of goods, 
m anulactured in the V irginia penitentiary. 
It alm ost produced a m utiny in the camp. 
Tho men piled the clothes upiu front of tho 
captain’s tent. 
All but two refused to 
wear them —P rivate F ountain Beattie and 
myself. I do not think anv clothes I ever 
wore did 
me more 
service than these. 
W hen I becam e a com m ander 
I m ade 
Beattie a lieutenant. I think we were both 
as contented on the picket line, dressed 
in our 
j>enitentiary suits, as w-e 
ever 
were in the guy uniform s we afterw ards 
wore. 
Our 
m arch 
From 
Richm ond to 
the Shenandoah valley was an ovation—our 
people had had no experience of the m is­ 
ery and desolation th at follow in the track 
ot w ar—they wete full of its rom ance, and 
expected us to win battles th at would rival 
the glories of W agram aud Marengo. They 
never counted the cost of victory. 
Our com pany was incorporated into the 
F irst Regim ent of V irginia cavalry, com­ 
m anded by Colonel J. E. B. Stuart. It was 
stationed at the villago called B unker Hill 
on the turnpike leading from W inchester to 
M artinsburg, and was observing the Union 
arm y under Patterson, w hich was then sta­ 
tioned at the latter place, on the Baltim ore 
tic Ohio railroad. 
Oenoral -Joseph E. .Johnston. 
then had his headquarters at W inchester. 
I first saw S tuart at B unker H ill 
He had 
then lately resigned from the U nited States 
arm y to link bis fortunes w ith the Southern 
confederacy. Ho was just 28 years of a g e - 
one year older than m yself—strongly built, 
w ith blue oyes, ruddy com plexion and a 
reddish beard. 
He wore 
a blouse and 
foraging cap, w ith a linen cover called a 
havelock, as a protection against the sun. 
His personal appearance indicated the dit* 
tiuguishing traits of his character-dash. 


great strength of will and indom itable 
energy. 
S tuart soon 
showed 
th at 
he 
possessed all the qualities of a great leader 
of cavalry—a sound judgm ent, a quick 
intelligence to penetrate the designs of an 
enem y, m ingled w ith tho brtlIiant courage 
of Rupert. 
There was then such a wide chasm be­ 
tween me and him th a t I was only perm it­ 
ted to view him at a distance, and had no 
thought of rising to intim acy w ith him. 
He took its tho next day on a scout down 
toward M artinsburg and gave us our first 
lesson in war and sight of the enem y. Wo 
saw tim Bills around the town . overed with 
tho w hite touts of the Union arm y, and 
caught two soldiers who had ventured too 
far outside the picket lines. Since then I 
have witnessed th e capture of thousands, 
but have never felt the sam e joy as I did 
over my first two prisoners. A few days 
after this Patterson started out on a prom­ 
enade toward W inchester, and then turned 
squarely off and w ent back towards Charles­ 
town. Patterson m ade a good ileal of noise 
with the shells th at he throw at us, but no­ 
body was hurt. 
S tuart kept close on 
'its flanks, 
both 
to 
watch his move­ 
m ents and to screen Johnston’s, who had 
m st begun to move to join Beauregard at 
Manassas. l-*itz John Porter and George ll. 
Thomas, who afterw ards became distin­ 
guished generals, were on bis staff. P atter­ 
son has boon gen trail y censured for not 
pieasing Johnston and detaining hun in the 
Shenandoah valley instead of m aking the 
retrograde m ovem ent to Charleston th at 
perm itted his escape. Ho alleges th at he 
acted limier the advice of his staff officers. 
Patterson was a conspicuous figure as well 
as a failure in the first scene of tho first 
act of the dram a of w ar; niter th at lie dis­ 
appeared forever. 
His cam paign in the 
Shenandoah valley was a m ere prologue to 
the groat tragedy th a t was afterw ards acted 
there 
Stuart left him in a position whore 
he could neither be of advantage to the 
cause he upheld nor injury to th a t he op­ 
posed. amt crossed the Bftte ridge to take 
part in the battle of Bull Run on the 21st of 
July.

Not 
only tiffs, 
but

W hen daylight cam e a search was modo 
for more explosives. 
There is a little shed at tho roar of Hie 
tower, In tiffs a sm all bundle, supposed to

A D octor A r r o t r d f a r Iltefraudtag Peo­ 
ple of M oney to Search fo r M oney.

New Orleans special says: Dr. George J. 
Adam s of M assachusetts was arrested here 
today charged w ith em bezzling by a num ­ 
ber of persons whom he defrauded out of 
money 
to search for hidden treasures 
Adams claim s to have been a practising 
physician in Massachusetts. W hen the war 
brokeout he joined the M assachusetts volun­ 
teers. 
A portion of the com pany’s com ­ 
m and cam e w ith General B utler to New 
Orleans. 
In a ioraging expedition throe soldiers of 
tho regim ent entered a dw elling on the 
M agnolia plantation, tw enty m iles above 
New Orleans, on the right bank of the 
river, and carried off about $30,000 in gold 
and silver. 
Being afraid to enter the cito 
with so much money they selected a tre™ 
prom inent for its size, iii a pecan grove 
opposite Greenville, and at th e foot cf this 
tree they buried the m oney and then took 
bearings. Each of the three mou were fu r­ 
nished 
whit h a copy 
of this and tho 
m arauders returned to New O rleans intend­ 
ing to return after the w ar and recover the 
money. 
His two com panions were killed. Adams 
was 
desperately 
wounded 
soon 
after. 
Adams was taken to a N orthern hospital 
aud left it paralyzed and helpless. W hen 
he recovered the use of hts limbs, only a 
m onth ago, he returned to New Orleans, 
and at once began to search forhis treasure, 
He found to his dism ay th at all the older 
pecan trees had been cut down and only the 
young ones left,and was consequently unable 
to recognize the tree under which tbe treat), 
ure was buried. He devoted him self, how­ 
ever, for three weeks to delving for it. A few 
days avo he took several other people Into 
partnership w ith him who advanced a bet­ 
ter outfit for surveying the land and dig­ 
ging for the money, but as he has unearthed 
no treasure his partners had him arrested 
toff av.

A G locester frow Saves its Trip from 


the Icebergs 


Only to Have it Destroyed by a 
Man-of-War’s Man. 


G lo u c e s te r, Septem ber l l . — Captain 
Patrick Vela of tho schooner H erbert M. 
Rogers, which 
arrived last night from 
G reenland, relates the following experience 
to a G lo b e reporter; “ We left home April 
5 to g o to G reenland for fish. 
I have been 
to 
tlie 
Davis 
Straits 
six 
seasons, 
and 
tiffs 
is 
m y 
third 
as 
skipper. 
Year before last.in this sam e schooner. I got 
a full trip of fish in tw enty days, and last 
year 
in 
the 
Druid 
I 
got 
a 
full 
faro 
in 
twenty-fivo 
days. 
But 
tnis 
has 
been 
a 
hard 
season 
all 
round, 
and 
I 
havo 
only 
got 
a half 
trip, 
about 7 5 ,0 0 0 pounds of halibut and cod. 
A fter leaving hom e we sailed to Flem ish 
Cap. and got about 60,000 pounds of fish. 
On the 17th of Ju n e we left Flem ish Cap 
or Greenland, and on tho 26th of Ju n e we 
were 
off

some 
tw o 
hundred miles. 
In latitude 5 9 and longi­ 
tude fdO, we fell in with the ice. 
At this 
IKiint the cu rren t comes from the eastw ard, 
and the 
ice

forced up north.

sailed 
east 
and 
w est 
to 
find 
a 
passage, 
h u t 
wo 
were 
hem m ed 
in 
on 
all 
sides 
by 
m ountains 
of Ice. We found no open water. 
W e went 
w ithin eighty milos of Cape Resolution, 
Hudson bay, but .still found no passage 
out. 
We 
turned 
back,

Desolation. 
Again 
we 
were hem m ed in, and there we rem ained 
for (broo or four days 
The ice was from 
IOU to 150 feet high in places. 
We started

B et II*t Go, 
and we had ice on both sides for 400 miles. 
We found open w ater in latitu d e 56°. 
The ice on eith er side w as m ostly field 
ice,

m ixed w ith icebergs.

we 
m ade 
land 
and

into New Seek kart od. We had ju st one b ar­ 
rel of w ater left.

heav y rain , we o m it th e dig g in g u n til th e 
soil becom es dry enough to leave th e pota­ 
toes clean, as th e ro t usu ally begins first 
u n d er a d h erin g portions of e arth . 
T he 
stro n g an d ch eap tw enty-tive-cent b askets 
now m ade are used in g a th e rin g th e pota­ 
toes, an d enough of th ese b ask ets to m ake 
a w agon-load. T h e use of th e b ask ets ob­ 
viates th e necessity of h a n d lin g th e pota­ 
toes again.

ago he c u t off an old C oncord vin e a t th e 
su rface of th e ground, and tra in e d a new 
grow th in its place. I he n e x t y ear it pro­ 
c e e d a m o d erate orop of p erfect grapes, 
free from rot, w hile th e fr u tto n o th e r Con­ 
cord vines, no t so tre a te d , w as to tally de­ 
stroyed by rot, and so w as th a t of his 
neighbors. 
T he n e x t he tre a te d four m ore 
C oncord v ines in th e sam e way. aud those 
bore p erfect fru it th e follow ing season, 
w Rh a very few isolated ro tted b erries on 
one or tw o of th e vines. 
H e had no other 
vines th a t y e ar for c o m p a riso n ; h u t those 
of his neig h b o rs tw en ty rods aw ay an d all 
around, on Doth high and flat g ro u n d , were 
n e arly a to tal failu re from r o t 
It does no t req u ire a very ad v an ced degree 
of collegiate ed u catio n to dig potatoes, and 
yet th e re is a rig h t as w ell as a w rong way 
to do it.

In the sm aller towns and villages and in 
the country, where the general current of 
eveuts moves more slowly th an in the cities, 
the various sorts of light work, ornam ental 
or otherwise, which have occupied the time 
and thoughts of fem inine workers are pre­ 
served usually for some tim e; so th a t 
in such places one frequently may h ive the 
pleasure of exam ining specim ens from the 
different eras or periods of fancy work for 
th e last quarter of a century. 
An ex­ 
perienced person has no difficulty in assign­ 
ing a proper date to cad i production. In 
such a year Berlin work was done: in such 
another leather w ork; in a third bead 
work, or feather work, wax flowers, or hair 
flowers, "hooked” rugs. or putty pieces 
which looked almost like carved wood, 
beaded bags, or those made of melon r eeds. 
and so on, for the list m ight be prolonged 
I pl rn cst indefinitely. 
A U re a l L u ck o f O rig in a lity 
is shown in this sort of work. Not only 
will some fair worker, pleased w ith the 
success achieved in a new idea or m aterial, 
proceed to decorate all lier rooms w ith it. 
like the house I wot of, in which nineteen 
pieces of splint work could have been 
counted at one tim e in the fam ily sitting- 
room ; but no sooner do other fair workers 
note this success than they straigiitawny fol­ 
low her exam ple the m ovem ent proceeding 
in waves from social or artistic centres, tiil 
whole neighborhoods or e\o n towns are 
affected, aud a uniform ity of decoration is 
seen until some new "craze” is started. 
This possession of the whole fem inine world 
w ith one idea has been illustrated of late 
by the universally popular m acram e work 
and crazy patchw ork of various forms. 
Then, as to the work it .©if. it is often 
pretty had, 
it 
m ust 
be confessed, re­ 
garded from an artistic standpoint. The 
m ost incongruous 
jum ble of m aterials 
Is 
often 
used, 
and 
as 
for 
adapta­ 
tion 
to 
the 
end 
in 
view —the place 
of the object or in general Hie "eternal fit­ 
ness of things"—it is only too often utterly 
disregarded. A dangle board, to use a mod­ 
ern instance, is a useful article, and there is 
no objection to m aking it ornam ental as 
welt. But the search for novel ideas in this 
line has carried our fancy workers to most 
woful extrem es. 
W hat business, for ex­ 
ample, has a rolling pin to lie gihhd. cov­ 
ered with plush, painted or em broidered, 
tied with ribbons and then hung upon our 
walls to suspend keys and button books aud 
Similar articles upon? 
Our grandm others did better than we 
have been doing in this respect, for their 
samplers and hem stitching aud em broidery 
and "M exican” work were all good. both 
from an artistic and utilitarian standpoint. 
W hat they lacked n os variety of 6xpres 
Von. aud this we now have, os well as a 


return to tho best of their ideas. F o rtb e 
new est fancy work of our nays one can 
have only words of praise. It is good, honest 
work, "sincere,” as the artists say, either 
simply ornam ental, or a beautifying of 
some object otherw ise of pure utility, while 
the great variety to be found both in m a­ 
terials and modes ot using them , gives 
everyone an opportunity to use w hatever 
originality in this line they may possess. 
We are beginning to produce good results, 
work th at is really artistic and which should 
and will endure. Ti,is last point is a strong 
characteristic bv which to distinguish good 
work from bad. 
It is enough to m ake one weep som etim es 
to see women putting hours, days, yes, even 
weeks of precious tim e into some bit of use­ 
less nonsense of this sort; some ephem eral 
"fashion” of the m om ent which in a few 
m onths will be worn out or cast aside as 
useless. 
A m e r ic a n W o m e n <lo to o M a rti F a n c y 
W o r k . 
The tendency am ong too m any of them , 
especially 
unm arried ladies and young 
m atrons whose household and fam ily duties 
are light, is to spend hours over some "fas­ 
cinating” piece of work, which had far 
le tte r 
be 
spent out 
doors 
in 
riding 
driving or walking, playing tenuis or cro­ 
quet, rowing a boat or practising archery, 
ueologizing or botanizing, or even in read 
ing. 
Fancy 
work 
should be, not 
tho 
m ain 
object 
and 
occupation 
of 
lite, 
but m erely 
an 
‘‘Incidental 
divertisse­ 
m ent,” as the opera 
program m es 
say. 
Much can be accomplished 
by 
having 
some light, pretty work ou hand,into which 
one can work the odd, snare m om ents 
which would otherwise run to waste. Only 
rem em ber th at even these mom ents of tim e 
are far too precious to bo put into anything 
th at doesn’t "pay,” and choose your work 
carefully, th a t they be not wasted. 
The Am ericans have as yet done very 
little for them selves in the way of original 
decorative work. We have i cen too busy 
getting possession of our rights here in this 
new country, driving out the Indians and 
freeing cur slaves, settling up the W est and 
abusing th e Chinam en, to attend to many 
of the graces of life. 
But. fortunately, 
some of the older nations have had less to 
do in this way. and can now come to our 
aid. 
Our 
new est 
designs 
for 
fancy 
work come from France, G erm any 
or 
England, 
and 
are Hor the m ost part 
not new at all. btu a revival, or rather the 
introduction o \ cry el I m ethods and m a­ 
terials in a new field. Our Boston Society 
of Decorative Art im ports designs and ma­ 
terials from South Kensington; one or two 
of the larger houses, like States*, iiave ar­ 
rangem ents 
w ith English and Germ an 
firms which act as agents for them , send- 
ing over the things which are thought 
most desirable; while a t Madmno M arlier’s 
one can see the latent French novelties 
within six weeks after tliev are issued in 
Baris—sooner, 
in 
fact, 
than they can 
be found 
iii the 
French "provinces.” 
as 
they 
call 
everything 
beyond 
tho 
charm ed circle of the jzay capital city. 
Here all is adm irable. 
The French are a 
"canny” people, as the Scotch would say. 
fond of beauty and pleasure, yet econom ­ 
ical, sensible, and with more utilitarianism 
about them than the English ever dream ed 
of. And so one finds, in this decorative 
work of theirs, beauty and real artistic 
m erit, combined 
with 
tile m ost severe 
ideas of utility, and itll is good, because 
good fur som ething. The greatest origin­ 
ality is shown in designs and the use of 
m aterials; so much so th at it is often diffi­ 
cult to classify the work, each piece having 
such an individuality of its own. 
I to c n e c o W o r k 
is a revival of a very old form of decora­ 
tion, which is popular at present. It is what 
we should call ribbon em broidery upon 
silk or satin, only th e ribbon used is not 
like ours. The hest thing which we have 
for tliis purpose is tho narrowest, or "num- 
t er one, 
gro sg rain ribbon; tu t rn this 
rococco work the ribbon used is m anu­ 
factured especially for the purpose, a very 
tine, sm ooth ribbon, w iih no perceptible 
cord 
on 
the 
edges, 
which 
comes 
in 
all 
colors. 
is 
often 
shaded, 
and 
can 
he 
worked 
as 
easily 
us 
floss. Floral pieces done in this style of 
w ork m ake the most beautiful screens ban­ 
ners. handkerchief rases, lam brequins and 
num berless other things. It is also very 
easy to do, as this, like all the work seen at 
this place, is partially worked when bought, 
enough being done to indicate perfectly 
how to com plete it. Madame M arlier says 
th at site finds the Am erican ladies very 
clever at taking up tine work of this sort, 
even when it is quite new to them , so much 
so th at she has often been surprised at the 
results. 
Tho French excel in em broideries, learn­ 
ing to do such work being considered an 
essential part of every girl’s education. 
Consequently we find in their faucy work 
an endless and bew ildering variety of de- 
sighs to be thus worked. 
Besides the rib­ 
bon work there are silk and wool, and linen, 
and tinsel, and chenille em broideries upon 
every im aginable 
m aterial, 
bilk, satin, 
v elv et cloth, canvas, lace, k id ; alw ays used 
and ccm Pined, however, w ith an eye to 
artistic fitness and utility. 
One of the p retaest applications of silk 


I em broidery is upon kid. It is dono in coarse 
I em broidery silk, hard 
tw isted, and the 
pattern is raised quite high above the sur- 
l face. This raised effect is obtained by 
working over the pattern first in coarse 
: cottou, as heavy as darning cotton, the 
I stitches in certain portions, as petals of 
flowers, being piled one above tile other, 
then all covered smoothly with ibe silk. 
■ The kid used is soft, yet firm and durable, 
j coming

rouud

! settle iii m any fem inine minds the vexed 
■ question of: "W hat shalt I givo him for a 
C hristian present?” In this work also one 
can find beautiful designs for portfolios, 
card cases and hand screens, so th a t per­ 
haps some other questions may be settled at 
the same tim e. 
Another kind of work on kid is also 
shown, which is botn new and beautiful. 
Iii this the rid is perforated at regular and 
m inute intervals w ith tiny round holes, so 
that the whole thing can tie worked in 
cross stitch like a canvas. 
Verv handsom e 
slippers are shown in this style; also pen­ 
wipers, napkin rings, and cigar cases. I m il 
one lias seen it, however, no idea can bo 
formed of the exquisitely soft etleet'< pro. 
dared in com lunations of these m aterials. 
Handsome slippers are also show n in laid 
i em broidery upon a 
light-w eight broad­ 
cloth, a line silk cord for outlining aud 
I French knots being also introduced with 
good effect. T here is no tedious "filling in ” 
to be done bere, and, as the broad' loth 
comes in all colors, a great variety of de­ 
sign and background is afforded for choice. 
One very handsom e pair showed a floral 
and conventional design worked In shades 
of m ushroom or beige color upon a dark 
electrie.blue ground. 
These slippers ara 
exceedingly soft and com fortable, and are 
said to w ear rem arkably well, two very de­ 
sirable tilings in foot coverings. 
"M osaic” em broidery on cloth is new and 
showy. The pattern, wdiich is usually soino 
conventional design, is first outlined w ith 
a quite heavy silver cord; then the spaces 
enclosed are tilled un with colored silk floss 
in short, irregular stitches running in every 
direction. If done in w hite it would look 
like g: ains of rice scattered loosely over the 
ground, as tho stitches are about th at si/.o 
and shape. 
A bracket lam brequin iii til is 
work was very handsome, an i would bo 
very effective iii ligbiing up a dark corner. 
The new Russian stitch is very effective 
for designs upon cloth, silk or satin, will 
show a inulitudo of short fine lines. It is 
so simple th at a child could do it, as it con­ 
tests simply iii follow ing the outlines of tim 
pattern in tine silks or wools, the stitch 
extending from point to point, and being 
long or short according to circum stances; 
that is, tho outlines are worked in straight 
lines of varying length, placed end to end. 
and not lapping past each other as in the 
K ensington outlining stitch. 
A satin lam brequin for a shelf or bracket 
was worked in this st itch in line silks with 
excellent effect. Also satin hand screens, 
for which dainty irauies or settings ol 
French gilt were shown, iii fancy shapes 
like little flat Jans, Satin backs for ther­ 
m om eters are pretty iworked iii this way, 
also. 
The absolute smoothness and flatness of 
the French em broidery is a m arvel. This 
is secured in part, at least, by basting such 
m aterials as satin or silk to he em broidered 
very sm oothly over white cotton cloth and 
then w orking through both. 
lf iiiigariiiii W o rk 
is done w ith wools on canvas, the distinc­ 
tive feature being tim wavy effect given bv 
zig-zag lines of alternately short and long 
stitches. 
As a background, or in conven­ 
tional "all over” designs, such as are used 
for stools, chair backs, travelling bags. etc.. 
it is unrivalled; while it is so thick and 
close th at its "staying qualities” m ust he 
equally good, a thing which cannot always 
be sai l for work of this class, which is so 
apt to wear off. 
The num ber, variety and beauty of tho 
new w eavesof canvas this season aresiniply 
m arvellous, and productive of m arvellous 
results when worked. It is m ade of coarse 
threads, sn stiff that it will bend into any 
shape and stay there, to bo only partially 
covered with the design worked upon it. 
and lined w ith some pretty contrasting 
color which shows through the m eshes; it 
is thin and soft like scrim, to he worked in 
tine bright-colored wash silks in cross- 
stitch 
and 
edged 
with 
linen 
laces, 
m aking m ost beautiful and durable tidies 
and scarfs for chairs; it is woven in solid 
breadths or with alternate open work 
stripes like the fancy scrims. It comes in 
ecru shades, woven closely of coarse, flat 
threads, giving the appearance of woven 
straw , and one of the newest is made of 
wool, which comes in three-inch hands of 
all colors which, when sewed together and 
worked lightly in cross-stitch with colored 
silks, m ake 
the 
prettiest, 
lightest and 
w arm est of afghans for babies, as well os 
handsom e tidies. 
A very heavy, coarse-threaded .canvas is 
woven in single w idths which are about 
right for tidies or table scarfs, in which are 
stripes of gay, solid colors, set off ou either 
edge by openwork stripes, like Mexican or 


draw n work. These are worked on tho 
plain stripes, with rather course wash cot- 
ten-. .'■'ome et mo thinner and softer can­ 
vas, like the fancy scrims, are very hand 
some when com bined with a wide baud of 
bright-hued plush, the plain portions ol the 
canvas being worked lightly in fine wash 
silks, and the whole edged w ith linen lace. 
Pcuclope ti in'k 
is in a variety of canvas, and is beautiful 
enough to be nam ed after th at most exem ­ 
plary fancy worker of the old Trojan times. 
In this a heavy stiif canvas is used, into 
which gold tit sci is woven, being twisted 
lightly into both the warp and woof of tho 
canvas; or, as rn another variety, a thin, 
glittering web of the tinsel is spread over 
tho surface of tim canvas and the design 
worked I brough both, iii silks, worsteds, 
chenille, etc., the general effect being trans­ 
parent and glittering. 
W ork of this sort 
make-: very handsom e lamp m ats. 
A new idea for th ■ breakfast table is an 
egg cosy, to keen boiled eggs warm . 
It is 
a square of thin canvas, worked in tho 
corners with a conventional design in silks 
and wools, lined with soft, bright-colored 
flannel aud button-holed in points around 
tho edges, bonoatli which is set a fringe ot 
soft wool tassels lightened up w ith threads 
of tinsel. 
The four corners are folded over as iii a 
handkerchief ra-e, to cover and protect 
the eggs, and tied at the points with ria- 
hoiis, tho whole u n k in g a bright and in 
some cases u-eiul ornam ent for tile table.

n o w to Cook, Can, Pickle and P reserve 
This V egetable, Now in the H eight of 
Its

H ousekeepers. 


OM A TOES.—How to cook, 
to can. to pickle and pre­ 
serve them , is w hat every 
housekeeper w ants to know. 
All this valuable inform a­ 
tion is given in the recipes 
which follow, 
th at have 
horn sent in bv our lady 
roaders in response to our invitation. 
Next Sunday we shall be pleased to pub­ 
lish such recipes for preserving grapes in 
their natural state and in the form of 
jellies and m arm alades, as our readers send 
in before n ex t Friday. 


T o m a to C atsup . 
Pour a little boiling w ater upon Half a 
bushel of ripe tom atoes; pull off their skins, 
cut them in slices, arrange the slices in 
layers In a deep stone or earthern jar; 
sprinkle salt between the layers, allowing 
two pounds of salt to every half bushel of 
tom atoes, and let them stand two or three 
days; 
then 
put 
them in 
a 
stewpan 
w ith 
one ounce 
of 
rod 
penner, one 
of cloves, 
one 
tablespoonful 
of 
pow­ 
dered 
cinnam on, 
one 
of 
allspice, 
one of ginger, boil tho whole over a mod­ 
erate lire until reduced one-half in quan­ 
tity, then strain it through a wire sieve. 
J .et it stand until c o l, cork the bottles 
tightly, din tho tops into m elted pitch or 
rosin, then Into cold water, and keen in a 
cold. dry place until wanted. 
There will 
ba about six quarts.

C roon T o m a to P ickles. 
I have a recipe for green tom ato pickles 
which I th in k some ot tho lady readers of 
T hk GLOUK would like. I made some two 
years ago and thoy are just as good today 
as when mad*. 
One peck of green tom atoes sliced, six 
large onions sliced; m ix these and throw 
over them one teacup of snit rind let stand 
over night. N ext day drain thoroughly and 
boil in one quart of vinegar, mixed with two 
quarts of w ater; boil fifteen m inutes then 
take four quarts of vinegar, two pounds of 
brown sugar. Half pound of white m ustard 
seed, two tablespoons ground allspice, and 
the sam e of cinnam on, cloves, ginger, and 
ground m ustard: throw all together and 
boil tw enty m inutes.

A NEW ERA IN SURGERY. 


Promising to Rid the Human Race of 
One of its Greatest Curses, Epilepsy 
— Some Recent Operations. 
[London Times.} 
At tho m eeting on August 14 of the Brit­ 
ish Medical Association at Brighton. Mr. 
Victor Horsley, F, R. S., surgeon to tho Na­ 
tional Hospital for tho Paralyzed and Epi­ 
leptic, exhibited three patients treated in 
th a t hospital, whose recovery m ay be said 
to m ark the com m encem ent of a new era 
in surgery. They are m en who have been 
suffering from severe epileptic fits, and in 
whom Mr. Horsley has opened the skull aud 
has removed diseased structure or new 
P grow th from the brain itself. 
In tho most recent of these tbreo tile 
I operation was perform ed on tho 13th of 
| duly, so th at a com plete m onth haselapsed; 
and the patient was sufficiently well to take 
P tlie journey to Brighton. 
The other tw o 
■ ( anes were operated upon, one a week or 
two, and the other several weeks earlier; 
and in none of the three has there been 
liny sym ptom to interfere w ith the prom pt 
and com plete recovery. 
Ho far, also, the 
men are cured of their epilepsy; but a con- 
1 siderablo

W hat is actually proved a t present is th at it 
bus become possible, by the observation of 
symptoms, not only to determ ine the facto f 
the existence of some morbid grow th w ithin 
tim skull, but also lo determ ine its precis® 
position w ith such accuracy th at it can bo 
cut down 
upon 
and 
removed. 
It also 
proved th at considerable portions of brain 
m ay be rem oved w ithout injury, the func­ 
tions to which these portions are subser­ 
vient being perfotiried after a while, very 
possibly, by corresponding parts of the op­ 
posite hem isphere. 
In two of Mr. Horslev’s patients there had 
been injuries, aud one of them had been 
previously trephined for the purpose of ale- 
i vating portions of hone which wore de- 
ETossed by fracture of his skull, so th a t in 
oth of these localization was assisted by 
[manifest external indications.; but in the 
th ira there was n othingof this kind, andth® 
point at which tho skull should be opened 
was determ ined solely ny tho fact that, th e 
fits commenced in a particular group of m us­ 
cles-^-those, nam ely, which act upon the lets 
thum b. The physician in charge of tho case 
was able to sav th at this m anner of com­ 
m encem ent pointed certainly to the pres­ 
ence of a continuing source of irritation 
near the surface of the brain at a definite 
scot: and. the surgeon having opened the 
skull at the point indicated, a tum or wag 
i found im bedded in the brain substance, 
and. together w ith a portion of brain sur­ 
rounding 
it, 
was 
removed,

There are two contingencies in relation to 
the cases which render it impossible to pre­ 
dict with certainty the perm anence of the 
results obtained, and these are, first, th at 
tho scar which m ust form in or upon the 
brain tissue may possibly itself become a 
source of irritation in tim e; and, secondly, 
th at a second proportion of brain tum ors, 
as of tum ors in ottier parts of the body, are 
of a nature to render recurrence possible ro 
probable. 
We have here, then, as “F. R. S.” pointed 
out in relation to tile form er case, an illus­ 
tration of the value aud usefulness of ex­ 
perim entation on living anim als. Dr. Hit- 
zig and Dr. Berrier commenced to experi­ 
m ent upon living anim als bv applying th e 
stim ulation of weak galvanic currents to 
different portions of the brain, th a t th e 
offices of these portions became known, and 
then it was found that the brain surface is 
largely m ade up of w ha’, are technically 
called motor a re a s-th a t is to say, of regions 
which excite 
movements, each in 
its 
especial part of the body. Localization is 
as yet only in its infancy, but even now a 
skilful 
experim enter, by stim ulating in 
succession different parts of the brain, can 
cause a narcotized and therefore uncon­ 
scious anim al to perform a considerable 
variety of actions with perfect precision; 
and it has been found, for exam ple, th at a 
portion of tile brain surface which th® 
phrenologist assorted to be the seat of 
identity, or acquisitiveness, or some such 
rubbish, is iii reality the exciting centre of 
the m ovem ents of the left thum b. It was 
the application of this particular piece of 
knowledge which enabled the m edical staff 
of tho National Hospital to point o a t th® 
seat of the disease in Mr. Horsley’s th ird

It is natural th at bad cooks should not 
lik e to partake of their ow n broth, and 
there is nothing that sits so hard on tho 
stom ach of a public man as his own record 
w hen consistency does not season i t 
Since 
Mr. B l a i n e has of la te becom e so em phatic 
on tile subject of prohibition, it m ay do no 
harm to look him up a little. 
W hile sim ply 
a congressm an from M aine he thus e x ­ 
pressed him self: 
I can and do, from my own pertonal observa­ 
tion. unhesitatingly affirm that the consumption 
of intoxicating liquors in Maine is not today otie- 
fonrth as tre a t as it was twenty years ago; that 
in the country portions of the State, the sale and 
use have almost entirely ceased; that the law of 
itself, under a vigorous enforcement of its pro­ 
visions, lias created a temperance sentiment 
wl.ich is ma venous, and to wlilch opposition is 
powerless. In my opinion, our rem arkable tem ­ 
perance reform of today is the legitimate child of 
the law. 
On another occasion he em phasized the 
sam e opinion in the follow in g em phatic 
w ords: 
Intemperance has steadily decreased in the 
State since the first enactm ent of the prohibitory 
law, until now It can be • od with truth that there 
is no eoual number of people In the Anglo- 
Saxon world among whom so small an amount of 
intoxicating liquor is cousinned aa among the 
660,000 inhabitants of Maine. 
But later, when his am bition had soared 
beyond th e confines of Maine, his opinion 
of the rem arkable absence of w hiskey in 
th at State seem s to have undergone a great 
change. 
On N ovem ber 30, 1883, he writes 
to the P h iladelph ia Press: 
"The more I have reflected upon It the more 
evident it has become to my mind that it is wiser 
to tax whiskey than it is to tax farms and home­ 
steads and shops, and that it would Vie an net of 
incalculable folly to rem it the 580,000,000. in­ 
stead of giving it to the .States for the relief of 
oppressive taxation. I trust I have made the 
differences between this proposition and the 
Pennsylvania 
proposition 
sufficiently 
plain. 
The one which I have suggested gives tho 
revenue from a 
specific tax wholly to the 
States, and doe* not depend upon a chance sur­ 
plus or an accidental remainder In the national 
treasnry. 
It make! the tax on tpirituoui and malt 
liquort a permanent resouree to all the State*, 
enabling them thereby definitely to readjust and 
reduce their own taxation. 
Each State could 
most wisely use its share according to its own 
necessities. 
In 
Maine, 
for 
example, 
our 
share 
would 
enable 
us 
to repeal 
abso­ 
lutely 
the 
Sta'e 
tax 
pro;er, leaving only 
the 
county 
and 
town 
taxes 
upon 
the 
people. 
In your State of Pennsylvania, where 
licenses support the State government, the cltt»» 
and tow ns could receive pro rata the 57,500,000 
which would fall to your share. Your city of 
PhiladelpH'a would receive nearly f 1.600,000 per 
annum. States that have beeu so oppressed by 
debt as lobe tempted or driven to repudiation 
would be enabled to regain their credit, and 
every community from ocean to ocean would, In 
one form or another, realize that burdens of tax­ 
ation were in some degree ameliorated. I believe 
the measure would prove a -great beneficence” 
to the people in all parts of the republic. 
W hen these utterances are placed beside 
his recent speeches in M aine it w ill be seen 
ifcat th e m arket value o f Mr. B l a i n e ’s 
opinions on w hiskey is subject to fluctua­ 
tions, varying with the tim es and situations. 
It rem ains for the people of M aine to de­ 
cide w hat perm anent w eigh t can be at­ 
tached to them .

General G r a n t called upon the president 
at the W hite House to receive the com m is­ 
sion con stitu tin g him lieutenant-general of

W hile historically considered the exact 
date of such m eeting is not im portant, but 
it is still true that all the circum stances con­ 
nected w ith th e m eeting of th e tw o fore­ 
m ost characters of their tim e w ill alw ays 
be of interest to the public.

NATIONAL BANK REPORTS. 


T he law um ler w hich the national banks 
are established requires th at they should 
render stated reports of their condition to 
the treasury. 
Of late years there has beon 
an entire failure to com ply w ith the law on 
th e part of tho banks, and now th e com p­ 
troller of th e currency has issued an order 
under w hich, if th e call for reports is not 
com plied w ith w ithin five days after its is­ 
sue, the delinquent banks w ill be subjected 
to a fine of $100 a day, as specified b. law. 
Greater power is vested in the national 
banks than in all other institution s existin g 
under national charter. T he m oney m arket 
is largely under th eir control, and th e bank­ 
ing accom m odations of the people are in 
their hands.

OUR MEXICAN NEIGHBORS. 


Absorbed in the busy, active life of tit is 
driving nin eteen th century, how little col­ 
lectively < o we know or understand of our 
sister republic of the S o u th ; and now often 
do mo m isunderstand her by reason of our 
ignorance of m odern history. 
A surprised 
B o lin g often com es over us that, in som e 
even t of m om ent, she d es not act as w- 
silo dd expect the governm ent of these 
U nited Stales to act ilia like em ergency. 
To understand M exico and M exicans, it is 
necessary that a little study should be given 
to their later history. 
M exico covers an area of a lo u t 766,000 
square m iles, or nearly one-filth the area of 
th e U nited states. 
The population in 1882 
was estim ated at 10.001,884, of w hich 19 
per cont., or 1.882,522, belonged to tho Cau­ 
casian race; 38 per cent., or 3,766,044, to 
the native M exican or lnd ail race: and 43 
per cent., or 4.354.318, to the m ixed races. 
Its frontier bt rdering on the United States 
is 1789 m iles in length. The city of M exico, 
its capital, has a population of 300,000, and 
is situated n a plateau 7600 feet above the 
sea, overlooked by the f mous I’opocatauetl, 
m ountain 17,884 feet above the lev el of the 
sea. aud nearly one-half a m ile more lofty 
than th eren ow n e I Mount Blanc in Sw itzer 
land, and really the highest peak on this 
continent 
excep t 
Mount 
St. 
Elias, in 
Alaska, 
w hich 
is only six feet 
higher. 
The i ity 
is furnished w ith gas, 
elec­ 
tric ligh ts, theatres, horse cars, and has 
beautiful boulevards, squares and plazas. 
The inhabitants of the better class dress as 
elegan tly as in N ew York or Paris. 
The republic of M exico w s established in 
1857. and tho M a x i m i l i a n episode, which 
we all rem em ber, occurred during our own 
civil war, at a tim e when we were unable 
to assert the M o n r o e doctrine, excep t in a 
protest to France from M inister S e w a r d in 
1865, w ho wrote "that the presence of the 
French army in M exico was a source^)! 
grave reflection to the govern m ent c f the 
U nited 
States, 
and 
that 
th e 
lat­ 
ter 
could 
on 
no 
account 
allow 
tho 
establishm ent 
of 
an 
im perial 
governm ent, based on foreign aid in M ex­ 
ico, or recognize in th at country other than 
republican institution s.” 
In 1867, after 
the execution of M a x i m i l i a n , M exico be­ 
cam e again a republic, and has rem ained so 
to this day—its constitution being m odelled 
upon that of our ow n, nam ely, a president 
constitu tionally elected for a term of four 
years, a senate and house of representa­ 
tives, elected 
by the tw enty-seven free 
States of M exico, cc insisting of tw o sen­ 
ators for each State and a representative for 
each 80,000 inhabitants, w ith six m inisters 
as heads of the departm ents of just ice, 
finance, interior, army aud navy, foreign 
affairs and public works. 
Now', iu m ak ing up a m odern estim ate of 
M exico w e are apt to forget that it has been 
a republic only since 1857, and since that 
tim e has suffered a relapse, under M a x ­ 


i m i l i a n , into m onarchism of three years’ 
duration. 
We should he gen tle toward 
M exico, and rem em ber the v io len t dissen- 


morrow) and poco te m p o (by-and-by) still 
rule th e nation, w hich is m ade up of tw o 
classes — the Caballeros, gen tlem en , the 
descendants of the old Spanish conquerors, 
and the peons, or native Indians, the true 
and pure M exican—w ith the m ixed class as 
indifferent lookers on- 
H ere is th e great 
and dangerous difference in M exico to our­ 
selves th at may possibly prevent it from be­ 
com ing for years a strong republic, and it is

In reality, 
M exico today is

w ealth, 
in telli­ 
gence, 
and power, and y et is num eri­ 
cally 
inferior 
to 
the other class, the 
native Indians or true M exicans, w ho form 
38 per cent, of th e w hole population and 
are still in the densest ignorance and a 
state of peonage to the first-nam ed class, 
and th e 43 per cen t, of tho m ixed class, 
w hich som e writers place as inferior even 
to the Indians. 
We 
are 
given 
to 
understand 
that 
th e E nglish, French and 
G erm ans who 
m ake their hom es in M exico, are m uch 
m ore careful to conform to the usages of 
the country than A m ericans, and hence are, 
as a rule, better liked and m ore trusted, and 
the trade that naturally should be ours 
is, 
it is 
said, thus 
diverted, and 
has 
been for years. 
T hese agents of the m er­ 
cantile firms of Europe are w illin g to wait 
years for a return of th eir m oney, and 
know how to adapt th em selves to th is pecu­ 
liar Southern tem peram ent and its atten­ 
dant 
procrastinations. 
T he returns are 
said to bo very sure but slow , and a M exi­ 
can gen tlem an is. as a rule, a m an of honor 
alw ays. The A m ericans th at invad e M exico 
are too often un w illin g to accept or adopt 
any of the custom s of tho country, aud aro 
im patient of the, to them , ind olent delays. 
No doubt it w ould take ages to bring these 
tw o dissim ilar civilization s, bordering one 
upon the other, into any satisfactory accord 
were it not for that w onderful civilizer, tho 
railroad. 
E very m ilo of railroad built in 
M exico is an educator of itself; it forces 
the people in spite of th em selves toaw aken 
to the activity of the nin eteen th century.

strengthen tile republic. T he vast estates 
now operated under an alm ost feudal sys­ 
tem , obsolete in nearly all other part? of the 
civilized world, should bo divided into 
farm s or holdings and sold to the n ative 
population, w ho now com m ence life in debt 
to th e ow ners of these vast areas of laud for 
th e com m on n ecessities of life, and never 
escape therefrom , but live a life too often 
of absolute serfdom , w ith out education, 
w ithout a future, and in the densest ignor­ 
ance of the m eanin g even of the wordsTree- 
dotn and liberty. 
U ntil all this is changed, 
one m ay look upon M exico as un experi­ 
m ental republic, to w hich every encour­ 
agem ent should be offered and m uch Le 
forgiven.

^ration for This Port. 


The Irish Arrivals for Ten Yearl 
Past Outnumber All Others. 


At th e close of th e present year there will 
have been landed at th e custom s district of 
Boston and Charlestown at least 325,000 
im inigrants.representing nearly everyclim e 
of the globe. 
T his is not the total for one 
year, how ever, but 
includes 
th e total 
arrivals since 1876, or in all the num ber of 
strangers w ho have com e in eleven years. 
One can have no idea of the constant and 
steady stream across th e “big pond” from 
"the old world” to th e new u n til reference 
is m ade to the tables of statistics that are 
constantly being com piled at th e custom 
house. 
The current is steady but fluctuat­ 
ing. There are great im m igrant years and 
there are the lesser ones, exorb itant taxes, 
war, levies for the arm ies of European 
powers, dread scourges, low rates in the 
steerage, all have a tendency to increase 
the num ber of arrivals rem arkably, w hile 
peace and prosperity am ong the people of, 
the eastern continent have tho effect to de­ 
crease the average num ber of new comers. 
There is, too, betw een this port and the 
countries of Europe a steady going and 
com ing of tourists. 
T he average of tile sta­ 
tistics show s th at th e num ber of such per­ 
sons w ho com e from the old country to see 
us rather than for the purpose of residing 
am ong us, and of our own citizens who have 
been abroad, doin g Hie continent, and re­ 
turn is from 3500 to 4000 yearly. These 
are th e pleasure seekers, w ho have idled 
aw ay a vacation, or w ho have com e here to 
do so. 
The 325,000 im m igrants for elev en years 
present som e curious facts. T hey repre­ 
sen t nearly tw o-thirds of th e city ’s present 
population, 
lf th ey had settled here the 
city ’s growth would now ce approaching ft 
m illion 
Not m ore than 2 5 per cent, of the 
arrivals, however, rem ain in Boston or its 
vicinity. 
The great hulk of the strangers 
hasten either to th e farm lands of the W est 
or else the m anufacturing cities of N ew 
E ngland. 
T he m a ;ority of the E nglish 
arrivals do th e latter, as do also a large 
num ber of those com ing from Ireland. 
As show ing the fluctuations in the hu­ 
man current non ring on our shores, the fol­ 
low ing table of the arrivals by years, from

There are I irge num bers of Sw edes am ong 
the im m igrants, som etim es num bering as 
Ii gh as 4000 in a year, landed at this port, 
but there are other years when they are 
com paratively few . The em igrants from 
N orw ay ami Sw eden seek the settlem ents 
of th eir countrym en in th e great North­ 
west.

The arrivals from Ireland 
are nearly 
equal to the total arrivals from the other 
threti countries. 
T he new com ers from 
E ngland and G erm any are tabulated ca 
sk illed laborers, w hile a la r g e num ber of 
those from Ireland and N ova Scotia are 
classed as laborers, sere ants or w ith out oc­ 
cupation. There are, how ever, num bers of 
farm ers am ong the Irishm en, and they are 
rapidly changing the aspect of the people 
of m anv country towns, esp ecially in the 
western part of this State. 
l arge num­ 
bers of 
them 
have settled in Boston, 
how ever, 
and 
it is 
judged that over 
one-half 
of 
th e 
population 
of

citv is of Irish 
d escen t 
Certain it 
is 
that nearly a m ajority o fth e v o ln gstren gth 
of the city. as represented on the votin g list 
of the several wards, is composed of dis­ 
tin ctively Irish nam es. 
In 1884 there w ere 
n eojlv 30.000 of such nam es of a total regis­ 
tration of 70,000 nam es. 
Then today th e 
Mayor, fire of th e tw elve m em bers of the 
Board of Alderm en and thirty-nine of the 
seventy-tw o m em bers of the Com m on Coun­ 
cil are of Irish descent. 
Of the 289,641 im m igrants, at least 140,- 
000, or nem lv one-half, were fem ales. T hey 
m a y b e divided about equally, as married, 
servants and w ithout occupation. 
Many 
of the single wom en have been sent for by 
fathers or lovers, who have preceded them. 
to th is country. 
A large m ajority of the 
single wom en com ing Irom N ova Scotia a e 
booked as servants. 
Many of the sin gle 
wom en com ing from E ngland go directly 
to the large factories of Ixia ell, L aw rence 
or Fall River. T hey all, as a general thing, 
have inst enough m oney to carry them to 
th eir destination. 
The married wom en, as 
a rule, are accom panied bv th eir husbands 
and a large fam ily of children. 
A very amay scene is presented at th o 
landing of Hilliard, A llan and other foreign 
steam ers on the dav of their arrival. T he 
new com ers arc eager to get forth into the 
n ew world, th e care of th eir baggage and 
household articles, the search of custom 
house officei s, the prattle of m any tongues, 
the greetings of expectant 'Hernia, 
the 
changing of foreign m oney into the coin of 
Hie U nited M ates., ih e cries of railroad, 
boarding house and other or' m iners m ake 
un a memorai Ie picture for the stranger to 
tell afterw id s as to w hat happened and 
w hat wus going on w hen "I landed in Bos­ 
ton.”

O ut of th e d a rk n e ss of tim e, m y th and 
tra d itio n has h anded dow n a record of 
th re e m arvellous creatu res, w hich, u n til a 
few years ago, w ere u n iv ersally considered 
to be fabulous. 
T h ey are th e d ragon, u n i- 
Born an d sea serpent. All th re e a re believed 
to be creatio n s of th e P liocene an d M iocene 
periods, by som e m eans escap in g th e cala* 
clysm th a t preceded th e com in g of th e ice 
age. w hich convulsion of n a tu re is sup­ 
posed to have w iped o u t of ex isten ce all 
th e a n im al m onstrosities of th a t stran g e 
epoch. 
T h e sea serp en t is by n o m ea n s a n ew sub­ 
ject. 
C on stan t re fe ren ce h as been m ade lo 
it in a ll tim es. 
A risto tle is said to have 
b een th e first to refer to th e se a serpent, h e 
m en tio n in g an in c id e n t w hen a galley was 
a tta ck ed by a sea m o n ster w hich cam e on 
board and a te o n e o f th e crew. 
T h e coast of N orw ay is deeply in d en ted 
by fjords, th e c h an n e ls of w hich, for a cer­ 
ta in b read th , h av e a d ep th equal to th a t of 
th e sea outside, seldom less th a n four h u n ­ 
dred fathom s, 
They abound in all kin d s of 
fish. 
T hey w ere u n til w ith in th e last th irty 
years th e favorite h a u n t of th e serpent. 
T h e w e ste rn ise d th e Isloof Skye is an o th er 
locality w here th o m o n ster has been seeu 
sev eral tim e s w ith in th e cen tu ry , au d also 
upon th o E astern seaboard of th e U nited 
S tates, upon th e coasts of C h in a and in 
various portions of th e w ide Oceans.

The oast few years have seen some won­ 
derful changes in the m atter of literature, 
and men have succeeded as bookm akers 
who never tried it before, while patient 
toilers who relied upon w riting books havo

roubed

author in order to ruin the m arket for the 
author at boma. 
I saw not long ago an author who was 
very unhappy indeed. Life had been ior 
him one long, piercing wail, he said.

HUMMING BIROS. 


Experience of a N aturalist in Finding 
W here They Live—Description of the 
Delicate Nests 
of the 
Nectar-Fed 
Fairies. 
"I don’t suppose there arc many people in 
this country who never saw a hum m ing 
bird,” said a n aturalist of Honsdale, Penn.; 
“ but if the question, ‘Did you ever see a 
hum m ing bird’s nest?’ was on the census- 
tak er’s list, be would receive ‘No’ tor an an­ 
swer from at least 9999 out of every lo,OOO 
of the population. Any rural urchin, if he 
is a genuine boy, eau tell you w here you 
may find the nest of every bird in his 
neighborhood, from the haw k’s down to the 
cnippy’s —except the hum m ing bird’s. Aud 
yet this m ite of the air is com m oner than 
m any other species of bird whose nests the 
urchin can take you ta 
"A hum m ing-bird’s nest is a sight w orth 
going a good ways ta see, aud yet you 
needn’t go far to see one if you eau only 
find it. 
I was a collector of birds for years 
before I ever saw one of these nests. Every 
year there was scarcely a m inute in tho day 
during the sum m er th a t bum m ing birds 
couldn’t be seen sucking the nectar from 
the honeysuckle, hollyhock, lilies or otiicr 
flowers in my garden, yet I had no idea 
w hatever where they uosted and brought 
forth i heir young. I noticed one sum m er 
th at a line specimen of the ruby-throat, 
after hovering about my flowers for a few 
m om ents, invariably Hashed away in one 
direction, 
following a straight line, as 
lar as I 
could 
see 
him. 
tow ard 
a 
thick 
piece 
of 
woods 
a 
m ile 
or 
so away. One afternoon I followed his 
coarse to the spot where Le disappeared 
irom view and waited there to see if ho 
would pass on another Hight, intending to 
line him to his home as tile bee hunter does 
the wild boo. 
VV hat course he took back to 
the flower garden I do not know, but in a 
few m inutes he parsed where I sat, hum ­ 
m ing on his way again homeward. 
It was 
only a m om entary glimp>e that I caught of 
him, passing as lie did like a ray of liglit,but 
enough to see that tie went oil as straight 
as a bee line. I idlow ed to the second point 
of disappearance, waited again, and once 
more. after another visit to the garden, lie 
passed me and kept ou toward the woods, 
lin s tim e, tieing oil the watch, I Saw the 
wee birn as he approached, and was aide to 
keep ii im In my oyo longer than I had be­ 
fore. 
After four relays of w atching iii this 
way, the hum m ing bird led mo to a m ump 
of dogwood trees, whore lie disappeared. 
‘■Satisfied that his nest was sum where in 
the trees, I approached them cautiously, 
but although I saw the bird, and once his 
niute, go and come every low m inutes out 
of one of the trees. I could not discover the 
spot thev made tneir home. I don’t believe 
I would have found tile nest at all. ii it 
hadn’t be. n that a blue jay How in am ong 
ti e trees and lit on a branch of the tree in 
which the hum m ing birds liven. Tile jay 
had s. ai eely perched on the lim b, when. 
like a shot. I saw som ething dart toward 
him, and as tho big bird fluttered and 
hopped about, evidently reluctant to leave 
the.spot, I saw th at lie was being fiercely 
assailed ny the fem ale 
hum m ing 
bird. 
The little 
thing 
bum m ed like a buz/, 
saw. and darted upon the jay bird from 
below, above, and from every side, strik­ 
ing 
Lim with her long needte-like bill, 
while he screeched and jum ped about, b it 
was utterly unable to parry a blow oi his 
radiant but furious assailant. 
Presently 
the male 
bum m ing bird returned and 
quickly joined in tho attack on the in­ 
truding jay bird, who was soon glad to take 
him self off. followed by the pugnacious 
little fairies, until ho w ent screeching out 
of sig h t 
" I he hum m ing birds returned to tho tree, 
and instead of m ysteriously disappearing 
iii ihe loli&gc as beioro, hovered about a 
particular spot oil a gnarled and twisted 
branch of tho dogwood, aud there, as tile 
fcmaio finally settled down. I discovered 
tho fairy home of these two little sylphs 
beneath a canopy ot overhanging loaves. 
Tho fem ale nestled down iqgiiy in tho tiny 
cup, which was so solt mid elastic that 
even her delicate plum w e was unruffled 
by coum ct wJib its rnofs-covored edges. 
” From my hiding place -for I bad hidden 
in the bushes at tho first attack of the 
hum m ing bird on tho jay—tho nest was 
but a few feet distant, and I anilid see its 
chai actor, but could not toll of w hat it was 
constructed. One thing I did notice, aud 
th at was that it woe cunningly fashioned 
to so harm onize with the bark ot the tree us 
to conceal it from tho closest observer. 
Often in my visits to the neat afterw ard, 
and knowing its location so well. I was 
unable to discover ii except after a in in Ute 
or more of close observation. 
“ Fur a short time atter, tho two little 
birds returned to their nest, after driving 
away the ja y —which, by the way, was an 
exhibition of bravery and 
belligerence 
on tho part of th® hum m ing birds tor 
which 
I was 
entirely 
unprepared the 
m ale bird snuggled down close liesido 
his m ate, then poised itself for a m om ent 
on its w hirring wings above the nest, aud 
disappeared. 
I 
then stepped 
out from 
my biding place, but tho bird on the 
nest ilia not move, conscious perhaps, 
of the security of its nestling place. Not 
until I bad climbed tile tree and bent 
over the nest did she seem to realize 
th a t she was discovered, abd then she 
arose and buzzed aud hum m ed about me 
with as belligerent intent 
as she had 
darted about tho .av bird. I rem ained 
only long enough to see th at two of tho 
tiniest of tiny eggs were in tho nest. and 
then descended and w ent away. I visited 
the dogwnod tree daily after that, and tho 
frail birds gradually became accustom ed to 
my presence. At first they were nervous, 
and one or the other ot them would d rt 
down at me. and, hanging poised w ithin a 
yard or so of me. inspect me w ith fright­ 
ened curiosity, uttering tho quaintest of 
pocp* and cries. 
"After a few days my presence ceased 
to disturb them , and they came and went 
as if I was nut there. I learned tout tin* 
m ale relieve! tho fem ale at intervals on 
tile 
nest, 
(lid 
th at 
hum m ing 
birds 
carry 
on 
daily 
warfare 
against 
any 
other m em bers of the feathered tribe that 
come any w hite near their nest, attacking 
the g reat big. flapping crow with the fam e 
fearlessness as they do a sparrow', and driv­ 
ing him away apparently as easily. In time 
two little nestlings appeared in tins uost of 
m ine—the oddest locking things, not much 
bigger than a bumble bee. 
Due day, after tho young ones 
were 
old 
enough 
to 
fly, .I 
w ent to 
the 
nest. It was deserted, and the birds came 
back 
no 
more th at season. 
I 
then 
took tho nest apart, and 
found 
that 
it was a most delicate piece of workman 
ship. 
Soft, silky puffs m ade 
from the 
blossoms of the oak and chestnut, and bits 
cl satiny gray moss and dark i rown fungus 
of a 
kind th at m ust grow 
iu 
secret 
places 
known 
only 
to 
those 
nectar- 
fed 
fairies. 
were 
wovon 
into 
tho 
walls of th a n e s , which were as soft as 
down and pliable as india-rubber. 
The 
outer covering of the nest was 1 onned of 
ihe m inutest Hakes of lichen and bark, 
laid on 
artistically 
and substantially, 
like 
shingles 
on a 
roof. 
I 
have 
seen many hum m ing birds’nests since, and 
found th at w hatever the prevailing hue of 
the branches on which they 
were built 
ni ght he tire covering of tho tiny cups was 
made of the same hue.”

He 
was believed to bo insane and u as scut to 
the insane asylum iii this c.tv. but it was 
shown that he was not a subject for insane 
asylum treatm ent, us he was rational on 
ail topics, lf he halts tor a lew seconds, his 
legs become cram ped, ire is apparently iii 
the m ost acute agony, and there is no rest 
I or relief but Pa resum e his walk. Some 
I mon (tis ago. by the use of opiates, Sn (der 
I wan put to slecn in a return cent position. 
Upon aw akening he was so surm ised with 
I the demon of unrest that possesses him 
th at he sprang no and ian for five hours at 
I a twelve-m ile gait. and then I psed into his 
, natural rate of speed. Ho is about (IO years 
I old. aud ti is a kffge family. 
His case is a 
j m arvellous one, and apparently beyond tho 
j ken of physicians, specialists and scientists.

The “B attle of the Osage” was fought in 
the latter part of October, 1864. 
There 
were two engagem ents, one in the m orning 
and one in tire afternoon. 
D uring tho m orning fight the present 
Governor of Missouri, General M arm aduke, 
w as taken prisoner. I was a participator in 
tho charge made by tire Union forces, and 
an eyew itness of his capture, although hts 
identity was not known for a half-hour 
afterw ards. The country for m iles in tho 
Osage region is unbroken 
prairie; 
the 
ground undulating; the hills and hollows 
seem ing to run parallel. It was, therefore, 
a model battle ground, and. in reading tho 
accounts of the Englisn i atnpaign in the 
Soudan, I was rem inded vividly of our pur­ 
suit of tile Confederate* through Missouri. 
Ju st alter crossing tho dry Led of the 
Osage river we heard skirm ishing, aud 
soon cam e rn sight of tho enem y form ed in 
line of battle and w aiting for us. I was 
captain of Company H, Tenth Missouri Cav- 
airy; Colonel Bentine, com m ander, and 
General Pleasanton, brigade com m ander. 
My position was on the left, as we drew up 
in line. D uring m y four years’ service I 
had seen m any wonderful sights, and had 
been in some very close quarters. But never 
had I seen 9000 horsem en draw n up in 
battle array, and the sight was certainly 
a thrilling one. 
I believe I am safe in 
saying th at since tho battle of tho Pyra­ 
m ids in Egypt modern w arfare had not 
seen the liko. 
The enem y \vere well 
supported by their artillery, and as I looked 
across tho intervening space I could see the 
m ouths of tho cannon. W hile we sat on 
our horses waiting lor orders. G enerals 
Pie santon and C urtis cam e riding down 
between the lines. 
As they passed mo I 
heard Pleasanton say, "W e m ust corno to­ 
gether now." These worcts, and the om i­ 
nous looks of the camion, assured me that 
a serious m om ent w as at hand. 
I had 
$ti0t> about me. and I put it into an 
official envelope. 
I then d ratted it to my 
sister, arid gave it to our surgeon, w ith the 
request to forward it in (ase of my death. 
or as tho t oys were in the habit of saying. 
in casa I did not “come out.” 
At hist the bugle sounded tho charge. 
Tire long liuos snrged in and out, but no ad­ 
vance was made. 
Aaain lire bugle rang oat on tho still air, 
and again the lines w averod. 
Then suddenly a rider oil a wliito horse 
burst through tho ranks aud rode at the foe. 
Like an avalanche we follow ed. 
In tho ex- 
titenv n t every fear vanished, and we rode 
through the enem y’s ranks, dispersing them 
righi and left, 
they bad tired one volley 
and ban no tim e to reload. 
T heir right, wing was com pletely cut off 
from tho main body and surrounded. 
H av­ 
ing no other alternative they surrendered, 
and we were soon busy dism ounting them 
and hurrying them to tire rear. On my way 
ba k with a crowd of prisoners, we m et 
General Jam es Lane going to the front. He 
stopped, and pushing his wav through the 
crowd of guards aud prisoners, w alked up 
to a tall, fine-looking Confederate, bold out 
his hand and said 
“How do you do. Gen­ 
eral M arm aduke?” 
Tire m an shook ti is 
hand 
warmly, and after a 
few 
words 
General 
Lane 
walked 
away 
tak­ 
ing 
General 
M arm aduke 
w ith 
him. 
When 
taken 
General 
M arm aduke 
had on ins iiat a star and crescent. 
At the 
tune no one knew him, and Colonel Bun­ 
tine noticing the ornam ents cut them (rom 
the hut as trophies of w ar. Tire star when 
last hear ! from was in a m useum in Chi­ 
cago. General M arm aduke had no insignia 
of office from which lie could be distin­ 
guished from the common soldiers, having 
a sim ple gray uniform and a largo slouch 
hat. I have Hover learned who tire rider ou 
tho w hite horse was th at led the charge 
other than that be was a staff officer. 
The Confederates make a stand again in 
the afternoon, 
forming in 
squares, but 
could not stand before our onslaught, and 
again retreated. T hat night horses and 
men lay down and slept together. So ut­ 
terly worn out were we th at no one thought 
of eating; going to sleep was so m uch 
easier.

P ick in g O d a Tornado. 
CS. E. ll. In D etroit F ree Presa.] 
I was am ong others detailed from tho 
Federal steam er M onongahela to search the 
fled river between the Tenser and the Mis­ 
sissippi, for tho torpedos w hich had been 
planted by the Confederates before our 
fleet appeared in those waters. These tor­ 
pedoes were of all m akes, shapes and sizes, 
from a pork barrel haJf-iull 01 powder, lo 
be tired by electricity from the shore, to a 
glass dem ijohn bolding ten pounds and 
to be exploded by contact. Homo were 
on tho 
surface, 
some 
just 
under it, 
aud some on the bottom, 
l i e w ent out in 
gangs of four in row-b< ais to hunt for these 
terrifiers, each boat being provided with 
grapnels.nets, boat-hooks and w hatever el-e 
w asueededfor fishing up the monsters. We 
had to go slow and exercise great caution, 
for the channel was tortuous aud no o h o 
could guess at w hat point we would come 
across a torpedo 
W bile the woods were 
shelled two or three tim es a day by our gun­ 
boats, the Confederate swaiuu-cats were by 
no means driven out. 
They had every 
chanco 
1 0 secrete the rn se I res along the 
banks, aud we realized th at if we came 
upon an electric torpedo which could bo 
exploded Irom the shore wo ran every risk 
of being blown bigii-sky. 
\\ e bad Leon at work three or four days 
and ba i fished up seven or eight ugly-look- 
ing fellows, when wo got into a part of tho 
channel which ran w ithin fitly feet of the 
right bank. Just at this tim e uncolored m an 
who had beou lying out in the swam ps for 
several weeks waiting for his deliverance 
inform ed us th at lie had observed men 
planting som ething in this bend about tvr » 
weeks before. Ile thought there were wires 
leading from it to the swamp, but we 
seriated about for a couple of hours w ithout 
being ai Ie to find that such was the case. 
Tire bank was a dense jungle iii which 1000 
men contd Ii.ive concealed, them selves, and 
the gunboats could not shell it from tho po­ 
sition they had taken. 
It was about an hour after dinner th a t we 
moved up aud began grappling in the bend. 
The boat iii which I was stationed turned 
hor bow down stream , threw over lier grap­ 
nels, aud tw o m en used tire oars to give lier 
headway. We had not nulled fifty feet when 
tire non- took hold,ana I drew theboat back 
IO thespot by m eans oi the rope. J lien, stand­ 
ing on the seat in tire stern, I lifted at the ob­ 
struction, aud Hearne slowly up. It h, d ju st 
appeared at tire surface sufficient for me to 
m ake out that it was a boiler-iron torpedo, 
when there cam e an awful explosion. 
At 
tho same instant our boat was lilted higli in 
the a r aud broken to pieces, and I scarcely 
com prehended wfiat bad occurred until I 
found myself in the w ater at least 2uo feet 
below tire point of explosion. My hair, 
whiskers aud eyebrows were badly singed, 
and my clothing w as on tire as I came dow u 
atter tire Hight. \V idle I had escaped. Hie 
oilier three m en were killed outright and 
horribly m angled, and tire groat wave cre­ 
ated swamped the boat working a few h un­ 
dred lect below us and drowned one of lier 
crew. 
W hile sw im m ing for this eaptized boat a 
man stood on the bank of the river and fired 
four shots atm o from a revolver, aud with 
the fifth lie killed tho colored man who hail 
given us inform ation. Tho victim stood on 
the bank, about m idway between the two 
boats, and was shot through tire head. Tho 
toriredo was no doubt exploded by elec­ 
tricity, and tire m an who tired the shots 
was tho operator who exploded it.

nie Discovery of a P o rtra it F ainted from 
Life R ecalls the Story of the Unlucky 
Cossack and the Ride by which He 
W on Fam e. 
[Philadelphia Tim es.I 
A portrait of Mazreppa painted from life 
has been discovered at Kief, in southern 
Russia, and is tieing engraved by the Rus­ 
sian academ ician, Demetry Kowkosky. It 
will surprise nearly everyone who hears 
th at Mazeppa was a real, living m an who 
could sit for his p o rtra it-h e seems so like 
a purely m ythical being, like Bellerophon 
or liko one of tho Amazons. He is asso­ 
ciated in our m inds altogether w ith the 
very unreal world of the circus ring, w ith 
bare-back riders aud trained horses. 
In­ 
deed, lie may be said to resem ble a centuar, 
for he and the fiery steed can hardly be 
thought of apart. Y’et he was a real m an 
and cut quite a figure in Ins part of the 
world 200 years ag a This portrait prob­ 
ably represents nut a sw aggering youth, 
w ith curly locks and budding m oustache, 
but a grizzled w arrior in Russian uuiform 
and decorated w ith m ilitary orders. 
Juan Stephaiiovitch Mazeppa was a Cos­ 
sack. who m ade successful w ar upon tire 
savage T artars who desolated .southeruRus- 
sia, driving them buck to tire Caspian. This 
so recom m ended him to P eter tire Great, 
that he invited the Cossack to his court and 
covered him w ith honors and gifts. 
But 
w hen Peter sent him against the invading 
Swedes, under d ia rie s AII., ho betrayed 
the Russian and went over w ith his fol­ 
lowers to tho enemy. Peter defeated them 
both and drove them into Turkish te rri­ 
tory, where, fearing to fall into the hands 
of iris torm er relentless m aster. Mazeppa 
killed himself. He had before this hidden 
all the treasures which lie had am assed in 
his wars and through gifts from those he 
had served in caverns in tire bills around 
Kief. 
The portrait now discovered was 
probably bidden at this tim e. 
Tire incident by which alone we know 
him actually did occur. He was by birth a 
Cossack, but when very young he was sent 
to serve as a page in the court of the Polish 
king. There ids beauty and bravery won 
him great favor, especially w ith the ladies. 
W ith one of them , the w ife of a certain 
noble, ire wa:- suspected ot too great an in­ 
tim acy and tire jealous husband in revenge 
ordered him to be bound naked to the 
back of a wild horse th at had never been 
ridden. The horse was a T artar horse, from 
tho steppes, and when loosed lie rushed 
m adly back to his native country with the 
unw illing rider bound to his back. 
Tho 
Cossacks received the unhappy youth when 
nearly dead from 
exhaustion 
and 
lie 
grew ti]) am ong them , 
rem arkable for 
strength and bravery. Byron got his story 
out of \ oltaire’s "Lite of Charles AIL” and 
workod it into his dashing and attractive 
poem. 
A story so dramatic was a t once 
se.ized upon for adaption to the stage and 
it was presented here its early a* 1825 by au 
Englishm an nam ed H unter. Ho nlso was 
a very handsome man and m ade a great 
slit in the town. 
This was at the circus 
w hich is now' tire W alnut Street Theatre, 
Tho pi lure of Mazeppa bound to the horse’* 
klick, which everybody knows so well, was 
painted by Horace V ernet, one of the great­ 
est of the French artists. V ernet,of oours^\ 
got his inspiration from Byron, to w hom we 
all owe w hatever knowledge we m ay have 
of the brilliant Cossack rider and soldier. 
M azeppa’s real motives 
for betraying 
Peter are not certainly known. The Poles, 
who look upon him as a hero, always have 
m aintained that lie had in view th e welfare 
of the Polish nation, and they poiut to tire 
fijct that ire stipulated with the Swedish 
King for tire independence of Poland, lf 
this be the tru th it gives a certain dignity 
to the act, out tire Russian story runs more 
in accord w ith what otherw ise is known of 
him. 
‘They say th a t- lie was led to go 
over to the enem y 
by 
the 
blandish­ 
m ent 
of 
a 
certain 
Polish 
princess. 
This 
would 
better 
correspond 
with 
tire rest of his adventurous career. 
Few 
men, however, who are sim ply adventurers, 
get their ac.ions recorded by a historian 
like Voltaire and celebrated by a poet like 
Byron and painted by a m aster like Vernet 
and get to bo known by all school boys wl\o 
speak the English language, and all this 
not from any act of doing, out ono of suffer­ 
ing m otelv. 
A better m an m ight find it 
disagreeable to be personated Deforo tire 
public bv some of tire persons who have 
represented Mazeppa in this city iu recent 
times.

Composition and Aledo of E ating of tile 
H aw aiian ’s S ta ff of Life. 
(Haw titian L etter in R ocky M ountain New*.] 
I have spoken of pol. 
B ut what is it, 
some of your readers m ay Inquire. Briefiy, 
it is the H aw aiian’s staff of life. W ithout 
poi a H aw aiian would not find life worth 
living. Give him poi and w ith it an occa­ 
sional allowance of raw fish as a dessert, no 
m atter w hat m ay happen, he is happy. He 
will take it three tim es a day and oftener ii 
he can get it, and every day in the year, and 
always with equal if not increased relisl^ ln - 
deed, to judge from the way the older ones 
devour it and to observe th e epicurean grat­ 
ification they evidently experience while do­ 
ing so, one would im agine th a t their relish 
for it was intensified not sim ply in proportion 
to the num ber of tim es they had partaken 
of it, but in the ratio of a constantly in­ 
creasing 
geom etrical 
progression. 
This 
may be a a slight exaggeration, but I think 
it would be difficult to find a K anaka who 
would not be disposed to adm it th at the 
statem ent, just as it stands, has the best of 
foundation in fact. 
Poi is m ade from tire root of tire halo or 
arum esculeutum . The root, which isabout 
tile size and shape of a large beet, is baked 
in an underground oven and then pounded 
in a hollow stone or board aud m ixed w ith 
w ater until it nas the consistency of pnfit- 
er’s paste.

Eating poi according to native fashion is 
quito an art, and requires considerable m an­ 
ual, or rather digital, dexterity. The index 
finger,or this aud the second finger together 
are dipped into the pastry mess when it is 
quickly and deftly tw irled around them 
and then elevated above the mouth and al­ 
lowed to trickle down the threat in a way 
that simply astonishes any oue Out a born 
Kau aka. 
One unaccustom ed to eating It 
this w ay would in attem pting to do so in­ 
evitably daub it all over his face. It is one 
ot the native arts th a t requires considerable 
practice before proficiency is attained. The 
safer way for the unpracticed baud is to use 
a fork or spoon. \\ ben a fork is used tire 
poi which is 
quite viscous, is twisted 
around the tines of the fork and thus it is 
conveyed to tire m outh w ithout any of tire 
risks consequent on eating it in K anaka 
fashion.

The Old War Horse That Would 
Drill—Napoleon’s Charger.

In 1609 an Englishm an nam ed Banks had 
a horse which he trained to follow w herever 
lie led, over fences, ditches, up stairs, 
and to the very roofs of houses. One day 
they w ent to the verv top of St. P aul’s 
Church, an im m ensely high edifice. Tlrey 
did various other tilings th at were alm ost as 
astonishing. 
When all E ngland was talk­ 
ing about these ieats, Mr. Banks concluded 
to increase his reputation as well as th at of 
his horse by a trip to Rome. T hither he 
went and the obedient horse followed his 
fond m aster to such groat heights th a t the 
story of his perform ances reached the ears 
of tile pope, and w hat do you think he did? 
"W anted to 
see the horse perform .” 
Well, alm ost anybody would th in k so; but 
this pope took quite a different view of it 
He didn’t believe th at a horse could go to 
such dizzy heights, u nlessevilspirits helped 
him. So he just m ade aa end of the whole 
m atter by ordering Mr. Banks and his horse 
burned as enchanters. 
A tishiug party once drove to Lake Minne- 
tooka. One of the gentlem en, the ow ner of 
a team, took hts horses from the carriage 
and tied them apart to feed. He entered a

To his 
surprise he found th a t the m ate had fallen 
into tho lake, and being entangled w ith the 
rope it was w ith the greatest difficulty that 
she could keep her head above w ater. While 
he assisted the unfortunate horse out of tho 
trouble the sagacious and affectionate m ate 
showed by her joy th a t she understood that 
the m aster would know just w hat to do. 
She fully appreciated w hat this help was 
worth when she m anaged to break the 
strong rope so th at she oouid bring that 
help to her companion. 
Horses, like boys, are creatures of habit. 
A good while ago when the country was 
new tho New E ngland fam ilies rode to 
church on horseoack, som etim es two or 
three with the help of a pillion on the same 
horse. Thoro was ono faithful creature that 
was for years accustom ed to this .Sunday 
journey. After a tim e lits services were no 
longer needed and be was left in the pas 
ture. Long habit was strong upon old Dob­ 
bin, so tie quietly pulled down the bars and 
walked dem urely to church, took his accus­ 
tomed place uuuei a spreading tree until 
the services were over, and then w ent back 
to his pasture. ThiB he repeated Sunday 
after Sunday. 
One dark ni h t a t a late hour a traveller 
asked for lodging at a country tavern. 
After ta lsin g with the guest for a lew 
m oments the landlord

you come? 
The gentlem an answ ered that 
ho had come from a certain direction—the 
south.

Napoleon had a horse of which he said: 
"I had a horse th at distm guised me Irom 
the rest of tho world, and which m anifested 
by his bounding and haughty gait when I 
was upon his back th at lie carried a man 
superior to those around him .” Napoleon’s 
beautiful gray Arabian horse M arengo was 
worthy to have borne a better m an.” 
An old horse th a t had for years been 
ridden ey a com m ander, w hun he became 
disabled for such use was sold to a farm er. 
Several years alter, when be had been re­ 
duced from old age and hard work to a m ea­ 
gre Rosin aute, be was in tire service of 
backwoods surveyors’ assistants. It so hap­ 
pened th at not far from the land under in­ 
spection a large aum nor of volunteer sol­ 
diers were drilling. 
W hen the old war 
horse heard the fife and drum tho m artial 
spirit took possession of him. Away lie 
went, over fences and ditches. Tire jerks 
and pulls from his rider were of n o a. ail. 
In front of tire regim ent lie looK his place 
and capered and danced as well as his old 
legs would lot him . The civil ii eques­ 
trian upon his back could not induce him 
to leave tire ground as long as the troops re­ 
m ained there. To the great am usem ent of 
tire volunteers and the no sm all annoyance 
of his rider, he insisted upon inarching into 
the tow n in his chosen place. 
One of the old w riters tells of a horse th at 
was conscious of his*trium phs. 
Whoa ho 
was in the Olympic games lie would proudly 
direct his steps to the tribunal of judges for 
his crown. This same thing is related of 
several of tire fast trotters of America. 
As 
soon as the race is over they cannot be re- 
strained until they have stopped a t the i 
judges’ stand and bad tire bridle decorated 
w ith the w inner’s badge. 
As a general thing a horse is gentle or 
vicious, according to the treatm ent he re­ 
ceives. Some years since a Bohemian baron 
had a valuable stable of horses which had 
gained the unenviable reputation of pro­ 
ducing only vicious brutes. so he deter­ 
m ined to change the m anagem ent of his 
stables. He discharged every man about 
tire prem ises aud em u oyetl in their stead 
pleasant young girls, who petted and played 
with the horses th at had received only 
harshness from their form er attendants, 
They were as susceptible alm ost as children 
to tire kind treatm ent, and the eff ect upon 
the vicious anim als was alm ost m arvellous. 
The Rom ans wore very loud of their 
horses. 
Tills love of the noble anim al 
roached its absurd clim ax in tho ( ase of the 
m ad C apsula. He invited his favorite horse 
to s u p wit Ii him a n d gave him food from 
golden vessels. Tins same horse was stabled 
in a palace, fed from a m arble m anger with 
gilded oats. He w as made a high priest and 
afterw ard raised to the consulship. 
Yerus, another Roman em peror, erected a 
statue of gold to his favorite horse. 
When 
ho died he was buried with great pomp, all 
the dignitaries of the em pire attending. A 
m agnificent m onum ent was erected for him 
oniV aticau hill. 
Copenhagen, the charger th a t the Duke 
of W ellington rode at W aterloo, lived to be 
27 years old. He was buried w ith m ilitary 
honors, which he richly deserved. 
Upon 
th a t m em orable day when the battle of 
W aterloo was wren, W ellington rode this 
fam ous w ar horse seventeen and a half 
hours w ithout once dism ounting. 
The skeleton of Marengo, the horse th at 
Napoleon rode at tiffs sam e battle, is in one 
of the m useum s at Loudon. 
W hen Colum bus cam e to America there 
w ere no horses on this continent De Yoca, 
a Spaniard, brought the first to the m ain­ 
land at Florida in 1527. Cortez carried 
horses into Mexico and P izam rinto Peru. In 
the uncertain w arfare that was waged some 
of these horses were abandoned in the wil­ 
derness- From these h re sprung the great 
herds th at sweep over the W estern prairies 
of N orth Am erica and the pam pas of South 
Annerre*. Travellers tell us tb a t herds HE­ 
OCX) strong are seen feeding on the plains 
extending from La P lata to Patagonia. 
They say th at It is grand to see these un­ 
tam ed creatures startled suddenly, w ith 
m ane and tail erect, go Hying over tho 
plain. Byron wrote as though, som ewhere 
I 
n his w anderings, he had seen such an 
terd. 
The steed* ru sh on In p lune in £ p ride; 
B ut w here are they th e reins to guide? 
A thousand horse, aud none to ride I 
W ith /lowing tail and flying m ane, 
W ide nostrils never stretch ed by pain, 
M outh* bloodless to th e bit or rein, 
Aud feet th a t Iron never shed, 
A nd flanks unscarred by spur or rod. 
A thousand horse, th e wild, the free I 
Like waves th a t follow o’er th e sea. 
It is great sport for the half wild hunters, 
upon tne outskirts of civilization, to catch 
and U n it these wild, free creatures. 
T here is hardly a country now th a t does 
not have wild horses. They are found in 
different parts of Africa, in Australia, in the 
plains of Asia, and there are even some 
kinds th at live in m ountainous places. At 
the north they are sm all and have shaggy 
coats, to Adapt them to the long, cold w in­ 
ter. Upon the plains of T artary very large 
herds are found. 
W ith aR alm uok or T artar courtship my 
stories m ust en today. 
These people of northeastern Asia alm ost 
live on horseback, the women as well as 
the jnen.

RACING IN PERSIA. 


The Shah and His Harem 
* Seen on the Race*Course. 


Lively Scenes Upon the Track— The 


Shah Has His Little Jeke. 


Spectacular March of the Army— 
An Interesting Experience. 


(Teheran Letter hi Detroit Free Pre**.] 
At an early hour on the m orning of April 
20 last crowds of people m ight have been 
seen pouring through the western gate of 
the city of Teheran on their way to the an­ 
nual horse races. The sight was one which 
could scarcely be seen anyw here else in the 
world. A hundred bright colors were to be 
observed in 
the 
dresses of th e men. 
the women being dressed 
all 
alike in 
wide blue trousers, blue overall, and white 
lace coverings, some on foot, others astride 
on horses or donkeys, but all bent on the 
sam e errand—a few hours’ innocent am use­ 
ment. 
At 9 a. rn. the firing of a gun a t the palace 
gates announced th at the Shah ha# risen; 
this caused a sudJen stam pede 
of 
the 
crowd, m any of whom m istook the gun as 
a signal for th e com m encem ent of the 
racing. 
In a few m inutes, however, they 
were sauntering gayly along again. Another 
gun, announcing th a t the Shah was ready 
to start, caused me to wend my way to tire 
palace, where a couple of 
horses were 
aw aiting his m ajesty, tire state carriage 
standing ready close by in case he should 
prefer it. Tire Shah, who appeared one blaze 
of diamonds, m ounted a fine gray Arab, 
and, w ith 
some fifty runners 
in 
front 
and a m ass of horsem en riding behind, 
started for the course. The gray proving 
restive, another horse was brought, and, in 
a lew m inutes a third gun announced th at 
the Shall ired arrived at tire grana stand, 
aud the racing m ight begin. 
Im agine an oval-shane! garden, encircled 
by a high mud wall, with a hard gravel 
road thirty yards in width aud thickly coh­ 
ered Wiiff loose stones, on the outer side of 
tire wall, two miles In circum ference, and 
you have tho Teheran racing track. S itau g 
or standing in tire sun, on horseback or com ­ 
fortably enseonsed in tents arounu tire outer 
edge of tho course, are some 30,000 citizens 
and soldiers, eagerly w aiting for tire cas­ 
ual glimpse which is all that can Ire ob­ 
tained of the horses as they pass: whilst 
the grand stand, a large substantial brick 
building, opposite tire starting and finish­ 
ing post, is tiffed— with the exception of 
tw o rooms reserved for tho European lega­ 
tions—by the 8hab, his harem aud retain­ 
ers. On the open plain lioliind tire grand 
stand some hundreds of richly com panioned 
horses are be ng 
led about, by grooms, 
w hilst their owners are com fortably sealed 
in their tents w atching the races. 
In tire 
central saloon of tire grand stand is seated 
the Shah, surrounded by his m inisters and 
personal attendants, tho front of tire saloon 
being entirely open. 
Tire rooms to the 
east 
arc 
lilied 
w ith 
tire 
better 
class 
of 
Persians 
and 
a 
few’ 
Europeans, while the whole of the western 
wing is devoted to the harem and atten d an t 
eunuchs. Opposite the grand stnud, in a 
crescent cut out of the garden, tw o ele­ 
phants w ith gold saddle-cloths, their trunks 
painted all tho colors of the rainbow, stand, 
solemnly ignoring the bustle around them . 
In the centre of tho crescent is n tank, 
around which are seated some tw enty 
native m usicians playing tom-toms and 
tars—the latter a species of fiddle, probably 
the original of the Addio itself: w hilst in 
front of the crescent, aud directly opposite 
th e Bhah’s saloon, a dozen Luti boys, from 
8 to 12 years of age, go through their dis­ 
gusting perform ance. Two brass bands oc­ 
cupy the rem ainder of the crescent. Hero 
and there am ongst the crowd outside, horse­ 
men arm ed with huge silver batons—em ­ 
blems of authority—push their way, order­ 
ing tire crowd to sit down, stand back, etc.. 
and instructing tire th ra sh e s on foot, who 
are arm ed with long sticks, to enforce these 
orders 
This they do som ew hat roughly, 
causing a constant war of words, but little 
else, tire people m eekly taking their th rash ­ 
ing and sitting down or falling back as the 
case may De. 
Sakuas (water-carriers) equipped with a 
sewn-up sheepskin filled with water, and a 
basin containing a lum p of ice, with their 
m onotonous cry, "Hi, T ishnaee,” (“Oh, ye 
th irsty ”) do a roaring trade, never refusing 
a drink, and depending solely on the gen­ 
erosity of the drinker for leniuneratiou. 
At intervals arace horse, muffled up to tho 
eyes in heavy num uiads, is hurried by to its 
place. 
A sudden stir announces some canso of 
excitem ent, and tire next m om ent a lingo 
Turcom an horso comes tearing along tire 
track, w ith a youngster of about 4 years 
banging to tho pommel with one hand aud 
holding desperately to a long lance, which 
is trailing along tire ground, w ith the other. 
A dozen men rush forward Unstop tho horse, 
but ho eludes them , knocking one down, 
and it is not until half the course lias been 
traversed th at he is stopped opposite the 
grand stand, tho child barin g stuck to hun 
aud the lance with the greatest determ ina­ 
tion. to the delight of the people, who 
cheer 
the 
plucky 
little 
follow 
us 
lustily as they know how. A rope is now 
stretched across the course; four red silk 
bags, containing tho prizes, none of them 
over $200, are laid on the ground. There 
is a great stir, and a dozen fino horses, all 
J un ©mans, are led forward. Tho jockeys 
are dressed in top boots, wide trourers of 
Mam bester cotton, 
gorgeous gold-laced 
coats, and have gay colored shaw ls over 
their heads. 
One old stager, who has led his horse 
some tw enty yards ahead, under tho wall, 
suddenly givos a wild yell, loosens his 
horse’s head, and before the m irakah or 
head groom, who a. ts as starter, can no 
anything, tire whole dozen are alter him, 
yelling like demons, and the race has com­ 
menced ; the Shah, to whom the horses be­ 
longed, evidently enjoying the joke. 
Tins race is six tim es round, equal to 
twelve miles, which considering tire nature 
of the course, and th at tire horses gallop all 
the way, is a severe trial, aud m any of the 
horses pull up bonelessly ruined. Tho tim e 
occupied 
was 
twenty-seven 
m inutes 
twenty-eight seconds; won by one of tire 
principal m erchants. 
The next race, Urn 
miles, was won bv a horse owned by the 
Naib-i-Suliaua. 
The 
third 
race, eight 
miles, also Naib-i-fSultana. 
Tire 
fourth 
race, six miles, was won by oue of tire 
Shah’s horses in tw elve 
m inutes fifty- 
five seconds. In 
this 
race 
tho 
third 
horse 
cam e 
in 
riderless. 
having 
fallen 
and broken his jockey’s 
thigh. 
This, however, did not lose him the third 
prize. The last two races, four m iles each, 
were won by tire Nain-i-riultana and a mer­ 
chant, respectively. 
A peculiar feature in 
tire racing here is the absence of all bet- 
ting. 
Tiffs perhaps may bo partly accounted for 
by the fact th a t w henever a horse not 
owned by the Shah appeared likely to win 
his (the S hah’s) officious attendants rushed 
forward w itli sticks and stones and endeav­ 
ored to drive the presum ing rider back; 
this was the cause of the accident in the 
fourth race, one horse shying aud falling, 
the next oue tum bling on top of him. 
After the racing there was a m arch past 
of the troops, w hich occupied two hours. 
First cam e a com pany of sappers; these ex­ 
cited 
the 
am usem ent of m any of the 
sightseers, who did not understand soldiers 
fighting with such weapons, ono critic near 
me rem arking, "They m ust be the grave­ 
diggers!” These were followed by some 
2,000 infantry, who presented quite a re­ 
spectable appearance, compared w ith last 
year, and bad they been sorted a little into 
equal sizes, and tau g h t not to quarrel, talk 
in the ranks, or dodge around tho puddles 
in tire road, would have passed m uster very 
well. 
Here and there tak in g a place in the 
ranks a boy in civilian dress was m arching, 
all unconscious of being out of place. 
In 
another instance, when ordered to keep in 
line, a dozen voices lroin the ranks cried 
out: "T here’s no room ; the road is too n ar­ 
row.” etc 
Im m ediately after the infantry, 
an enterprising gentlem an on horseback, in 
a borrowed suit of ancient arm or, m ace and 
shield complete, solemnly rode into the 
ranks and endeavored to m arch by the 
grand stand. 
He was seized 
an d ' le i 
away, am id the jeers and laughter of the 
onlookers. 
Following on cam e fifty brass 
m uzzle-loading guns, escorted by 2000 cav­ 
alry, the horses wearing heavy silver neck 
ana chest bands, each squad of tw enty-four 
being led by officers, Borne w ith draw n 
swords, others w ith draw n riding-whips, 
but all w ith m assive gold trappings on their 
horses. 
These were in tu rn succeeded by 3000 
cavalry, w ith 
plain harness, 
but well 
dressed, well m ounted and fairly w ell dis­ 
ciplined. N ext in order cam e 600 Per­ 
sian Cossacks, escorting two 
handsom e 
hreeoh-loaders. Tnese they galloped by in 
excellent style, and the program m e was 
complete. 
The scene on the return journey was one 
of picturesque confusion, an irrepressible 
boy taking advantage of the same to climb 
over the royal carriage unmolested. At the 
city gate the royal band, mounted on 
camels with red trappings, were inextricably 
mixed with an immense crowd of horse­ 
men. pedestrians and carriages, all trying 
to force their way through the narrow en­ 
trance,whilst Quite unheeded and unmoved 
ic the struggling crowd stood one of the 
horses

M any are the pleasant acquaintances 
th a t can be m ad e there, for th e average 
newsboy is an a cq u ain tan ce and an infor­ 
m a n t not to ne despised. lie is reasonably 
well posted on th e tow n topics of th e day, 
has a very decided opinion as to th e rela­ 
tive m e rit of th e various professional r u n ­ 
ners, w restlers or b oxeis; can tell as quick, 
lf not quick r, th a n tile average citizen, 
w h e th er a race or a w alk is "snide or not ; 
knows by reputation the, different th e a tri­ 
cal celebrities of th e city, ami gives his 
opinion w h en asked, and som etim es when 
he is not asked, w ith a discrim ination th a t 
one does not alw ays Ibid am o n g Hie older 
m e m b e rs of tho com m unity. 
fie a ;p eats all the latest slang with the 
greatest gusto; can tell all the latest "sells” 
w hich th e boys d elight to practise on each 
o th e r: will obligingly explain how Teddy 
O’R ourke delivers his fam ous blow w hen 
fighting; shows you th e most a p p r o 'ed 
m eth o d of wrestling, and will give a m in­ 
ute account of all th e foibles aim follies of 
every policem an in th a t q u a rte r of th e city 
w h e re he lives. 
As a rule, the average newsboy is keen, 
quick-w itted and thoroughly well able to 
ta k e care of himself.

rially w orsted; he is perfectly willing to he 
chaffed, but woe betide th e one ivlio < haffs 
him . 
In fact, those who w ish to study hu ­

will find m any in terest n e 
chapters in the newsboys of th is or any 
o th er city, and one w hich will present m an y 
new and varied features. 
W hen buying their stock for th e d a y ’s 
trade, they are first obliged to purchase a 
ticket, on w hich is printed th e n u m b e r of 
papers w hich they have paid for. 
Then, 
w ith this ticket tightly cluff tied iii their 
grim y h ands, or carefully bestowed in some 
one of th e ir m any pockets, they await, with 
very little a tte m p t at patience, th e tim e 
w hen to e papers shall he ready for them.

In this way one man is iii effect 
turned into tilty or IOO men as a producing 
power in mauy brancbesof industry, and tile 
laboring man has not gut tis fair share of 
the profits of these im provements.

true th at men to)] us capital is receiving a 
very sm all return in w ay of interest, hut 
you have only to look .it the encrmous in­ 
crease of wealth and the rapid creations of 
great fortunes all around us to sec th at in 
som e form or other capital is increasing 
m uch faster than the wages of Die laborer. 
Now we have a laboring body th at is in­ 
tellig en t; the masses think nowadays, and 
they realize these facts. Out of their think­ 
ing comes their organization.

W hen the trades' 
unions first rose to pow er iu th at country 
some terrible outrages resulted for a time 
in and around tire Sheffield district. But it 
w as not long before organized labor shook 
itself free of these evils ana public opini< n 
sustained the traces unions as be ng on the 
w lid o useful and beneficial lindies, and 
they were legalized and ineorporated by 
acts of parliam ent. It is adm itted today on 
all bands th at trades unions are am ong the 
m ost valuable institutions th at they have 
ahi Dad and that they perform good service 
bi to to em ployes and employers.

The intelligent working men of this coun­ 
try realize th a t capital follows the same 
rule. They do not w ant the destruction of 
capital, but only its m ore equal distribu­ 
tion. 
A fair division of the profits is w hat 
they are alter. 
They believe in capital s 
jus; rew ard, but not iii the present order of 
tilings, which heaps it. up like useless m an­ 
ure in the banus of a w ealthy few .”

"W hat political action is desirable on this 
question in your view ?” 
"T here is not very m uch th at eau be done 
for labor by positive legislation, though 
there is som ething, 
l abor can lie very : 
greatly helped, however, tit tho State and 
Federal 
lech a ores by preventing the

of 
laws 
by 
which 
mo­ 
nopolies 
are 
created 
and 
undue 
ad- j 
vantages 
given 
to 
wealth. 
As. 
for 
in itia tio n , leading New York 
brokers 
stated that the railway capital and debt 
of th e United States was at least double j 
the am ount actually expended; probably 
the proportion of w ater is even larger. Tilts I 
m eans th a t the producers and consumers 
are yearly paying a tax upon m any hun­ 
dreds ot m illions which represents nothing 
- no out lay, no real capital, only a tax levied i 
upon tho whole people for the benefit of a 
m inority, the holders of im m ense ioitunes, 
inflated to iai ulous am ounts by thus m ak­ 
ing som ething out of nothing. Of course it 
m akes no difference to the w ealthy w hether 
they I ay a high or low passenger or freight 
tare, but it is of vital im portance to the 
masses. M aterial prosperity m ay be meas­ 
ured perhaps netter than in any other way by 
facility and cheapness of the m eans of inter­ 
com m unication both for men and the pro­ 
ducts of industry. This unfair discrim ina­ 
tion exists in m any ways, some sm all in­ 
deed. but all tending to the advantage of 
the rich and the disadvantage of labor. 
For exam ple, on m ost ct the railways, sea­ 
son tickets are sold proportionately less 
for three m onths than for one m onth; th at 
is. Hie m an to whom it is a serious incon­ 
venience to pay in advance the pric e of a 
ticket for three m onths, the working man, 
m ust pay more tor each passage on the 
railway than the rich man who can easily 
Itixy a three m onths licket. This is one of 
the many ways iii which labor is put to a 
disadvantage.” 
"You said just now, judge, that there 
were some things which m ight be done in 
the interests of labor by a positive exercise 
ot Die law-m aking power ” 
‘Yes, there ate tome, and they ought to 
he done. One has been done to some extent 
by Hie new taw providing for arbitration, 
a lid it is a matte r th at all Die States should 
be assured of, tiial where there is a real 
difference of opinion between a large mint- 
her of w orkingm en and the men who em ­ 
ploy them , upon the question of w hat be­ 
longs to each, instead of ti .fating and in lur­ 
ing cai ii other, they should do as sensible 
men ought to do—refer it to lair and honest 
men to arbitrate upon. 
Every eneourago- 
m ent ought to be given to arbitration as tile 
best and m ost sensible way of set tling diffi­ 
culties tis tLey arise. B ut one trouble exists 
now , ami probably has existed to a greater 
extent, aud th at is th at a very large num ­ 
ber oi em ployers of Jailor consider it a con­ 
tract wholly on one side; they seem to tee! 
that they are the ouly persons to he con­ 
sulted and not the om plojcs. They will 
realize soon th at the laboring men a reas 
much interested as they are. Further, as I 
think, there is another rem edy that m ight 
be applied to this evil, aud that is not 
the 
co-opera ti vc 
system .-because it is 
doubtiui on tho whole, w hether th at would 
be 
so 
beneficial—but 
the 
system 
of 
sharing 
in the profits.

"W hat other questions seem to you to de­ 
m and action in the interest ot labor?” 
“Gne is the laud question. Congress bas. 
as I understand, taken back some 70,000,- 
000 acres of land granted to the railroads, 
aud that is as im portant a thing for tile ben­ 
efit of Hie workingm en as could be done. 
Congress would have done more in this di­ 
rection, as I understand, hut tor Hie action 
of Hie Republican Senate in refusing to 
concur w ith the Dem ocratic House. W hile 
we have a large 
am ount of land held 
for actual settlem ent at an almost nom inal 
price, and a system of railroad- by which a 
person in a day or two can go from the At­ 
lantic coast on to this land, it gives an ad­ 
vantage to labor which it does not possess 
abroad and which prevents many of Hie 
worst evils t.nder w hh’b other countries 
suffer. Labor cannot be coerced as it is 
abroad while this vent rem ains open. I 
would go further and provide by law posi­ 
tively against the accum ulation of great 
masses of land in tho hands of one person 
and 
especially of 
persons who 
re ride 
abroad. 
At present land is accum ulating 
in a few hands, and if it is not stopped we 
shall eventually have a land monopoly and 
evils like those in Ireland between land­ 
lords aud tenants, 
We do not w ant land­ 
lords and tenants here as a rule, but farm ­ 
ers owning the laud they live upon, instead 
01 holding under one nelson ii ho lets out 
land t<> them a t the largest rental he can 
get. We tried the hitter system in New 
York m any years ago,and tho result was an 
anti-rent war, and the law was impi tent, 
even in Hie gn at State of New York and 
the

had 
to 
bo 
given 
tip. 
It 
is 
of 
infinite 
im portance 
to 
workingm en th a t tho land should lo held 
fur tim heiietit ot all,an d tor actual settleis, 
and perhaps it is the most im portant th in s 
by wav of direct law th at can bo done fur 
them .” 
“ W hat should be the attitude towards 
labor of the Dem ocratic party in M assachu­ 
setts?” 
‘ The policy of tho Dem ocratic party as to 
Jailor is well settled, it has always favored 
any well considered law for tho benefit of 
laboring 
mon. 
It 
advocated tho 
ten- 
hour law steadily for fitteen years, until 
the other party was obliged to adopt it. 
It advocated for years the law m aking em ­ 
ployers liable to employes for personal in­ 
juries, until the other party was alm ost 
forced to take it. It championed weekly 
paym ent of wages with Die same result. It 
straggled for the repeal of the poll-tax law, 
putting a tax on tho suffrage, and it was 
not until last year th at it brought the other 
party to th at r< form. 
The Dem ocratic 
party has contended also for the abolition 
of convict 
labor com peting with 
tree 
labor, and the extension of the ton-hour 
law to women and children in mer antile 
stores. In fact, on all those questions 
the 
Democratic 
party has consistently 
stood in the front of the battle for laws to 
better the condition of the masses. This is 
its logical position, because it is not the 
party of any one class, but Hie party of the 
greatest good for the whole. 
W hat Mr. 
Gladstone said of Die Liberal party is true 
of the Dem ocratic party he re--it is the 
party of the masses as opposed to party of 
the classes.”T a rif f and M oney. , 
“W hat about national questions as viewed 
from the Dem ocratic standpoint in this 
S late?” 
"I have no doubt the Dem ocratic party in 
this Stet© favor a reform in th e tariff and 
very strongly favor w hat Hie adm inistra­ 
tion recom m ended in 
that regard, and 
therefore they are opposed lo the reiusal of 
the Republicans, aided by some Democrats, 
to allow a m easure of tariff reform to be 
discussed in Congress. 
It was not a refusal 
to pass a particular bill, hut a refusal to 
allow it to bo heard. Mr. Blaine’s talk 
apout the tariff seems to be Dis m ain re­ 
liance in carrying the election. The pre­ 
tence th at l*ie Dem ocratic party is in favor 
of free trade is m erely his attem pt to set up

m ember th at agriculture is sui staiitiaily 
unprotected in this country, while our 
skilled in iu strie- are highly protected, I do 
not believe they can be made to think th at 
protection is a large factor in fixing the 
rate of w ages.”

“W hat have you to say about the money

Of these .alarms that are gotten 
up about the driving of gold out of the 
country, there is certainly no such dan­ 
ger at present.”

"W hat, in your judgm ent, should be the 
attitude 
of Hie party in M assachusetts 
tow ards^be adm inistration?” 
"I have no doubt the adm inistration will 
be, aud should be, indorsed by the Demo­

indorsem ent,

"W hat do you say about the candidate 
for governor . ” 
“From all I can gather at the present 
tim e I believe that Mr. Grinnell will liq 
our candidate. I w a s in la io r of his nom i­ 
nation last year and see no reason to alter 
my opinion. 
l-o far as I can hoar he seems 
lo be acceptable to the Democratic carty 
throughout the Com m onwealth. He may 
not be acceptable to the m ugwum p ] art of 
it. hut I do not think the m ugwum ps ate 
factors to no regarded to artv considerable 
extont in the .selection of a candidate for 
the Dem ocratic party. 
I think the true pul­ 
ley is to get a candidate satisfactory to the 
Democrats and put him on a platform to 
m atch i

a rd In. 
A great deal of fatuitous nonsense was 
w ritten about t ie late Lord Beaconsfield’s 
lofty Jew ish origin—after ho had m ade a 
nam e lox-himself. No ono cared about Dis 
past, present or future until he had made 
the present hot for them , He was said to 
have belonged to the lnghcr Israelitish 
caste of the Sophardin. A little exam ina­ 
tion of “Boxiana” reveals the fact th at 
other mein liers of th at caste nave figured 
prom inently before Die English public,ouly 
ti was in Hie prize ring instead of in the 
bear-baiting arena of the House of Com­ 
mons. It illustrates tho wonderful assim i­ 
lative qualities of the Hebrew nation. 
They fought, toot Ii aud n ii, iii their 
fatherland against the "heathenish" circus 
■ lid its gladiatorial combats, while in Eu- 
r po they were long the ch.ef supports of 
the latter day equivalents of tho Olympian 
games. 
H ie classic pages of "B oxiana” 
record one Hebrew prize-ring cham pion of 
Engl -nd. five Hebrew pugilists of the first 
rank, three of the second aud seventeen of 
ordinary m erit. How these figures square 
with the popular theory of tho non-mus­ 
cularity of tile Jew s is a question for an­ 
thropologists. 
Dan Mendoza, born 1708, held the bolt 
in his dav, aud was the originator of the 
elegant 
or 
scientific 
school 
of 
box­ 
ing. 
Aby 
Belasco, 
otherwise 
known 
as 
“The 
Leary 
israelite,” 
was 
the 
chiof of "th e fighting Belascos.” Au en­ 
counter between him and P atrick Halloran 
was once billed as follows; “Fight i o- 
tween Aby Belaaco and Pat Ha I loran for 
£60 a side—i. e. Pork and Potatoes, or Ire­ 
land vs. Judea.” Barney Aaron, born in 
1800 and known as the "S tar of the E ast,” 
was one of the hest light weight cham- 
nious. 
Tile list contains tunny more of tho same 
faith, who pursued their calling in direct 
defiance of ti ie synagogue's express denun­ 
ciation. m any o r them belonging, as above 
stated to tho high caste Senhardin. 
H ie 
synagogue opposed prize fighting at a tim e 
when hardly another voice in all England 
was raised against it. 
More than one of 
these pugilists was refused buttal by the 
congregation, aud 
they lie among 
Hie 
nam eless outcasts, who were interred in a 
special, uuinscribed plat of ground known 
as "B ehind the Boards."

So with tho Charleston earthquake; it 
will have its utility to give all tho rest of 
the country a kindly, sym pathetic feeling 
for the people of Charleston and in Charles­ 
ton itself will produce the touch of nature 
which .m akes nations no less than the 
world kin. Charleston no longer holds the 
influence it had w hen we were in Hie birth 
throes of nationality. The prom inent cities 
of America at the verge of our independ­ 
ence wore Charleston, Annapolis. Philadel­ 
phia, New York, Now Haven, Newport and 
Boston. Of the interior cities th e (south 
Dari next to none, Richmond itself being a 
m ere ham let, tho creation indeed of the 
re\olntiotiary war. 
Baltim ore was not im­ 
portant enough for Hie British to turn and 
taste it on their way to capture Philadel­ 
phia by way of tho Chesapeake. General 
W ashington regarded Charleston and An­ 
napolis as the two great points of the South 
in Dis presidency, and to the latter he often 
resorted and there resigned his commission, 
and to Charleston he m ade a tour In bis 
presidency. 
W hen the w ealthiest young m an in \ tr- 
ginia, John Taylor, after the country be­ 
cam e indepe ndent, hesitated about build­ 
ing his town houso at Annapolis or New 
York, W ashington asked him to build it on 
the city on the Potom ac which liar! taken 
the nam e of its com m ander in chief, and 
to this day there stands w hat is called the 
Octagon a large brick residence in Wash­ 
ington, not unlike the huge blackish brick 
houses In Charleston. 
Charleston was cue of the politest cities 
in all these States before and following Hie 
revolutionary war. Its society had a m ix­ 
ture of apii it and intelligence 'ar removed 
from frivolity or low fam iliarity. The very 
negroes of Charleston had beauty 
and 
mind. 
So high did A lexander Ham ilton, 
the genius cf W ashington’s adm inistration, 
think ct the Charlestonians, he having 
spent his youth in a country of sim ilar 
features, the neighboring West Indies, th at 
he selected General Pinckney ol South 
Carolina to become President of the United 
States in place of John Adams, who was re­ 
solved to rule or ruin. 
Nor is it true that 
South Carolina pluuged headlong into the 
cen tn f ugalism of Jefferson. 
Q u a r r e l ! o f S o u t h C a r o l i n i a n ! . 
No very conspicuous Jeffersonian came 
out of th a t State untii the quarrel arose be­ 
tween the native Soutii Carolian president, 
Jackson, and the favorite South Carolina 
public man, Calhoun. It w’as in North Caro­ 
lina and Georgia, and in K entucky that 
Jefferson found his m ain lieutenants. Of 
these N athaniel Macon of North Carolina, 
who becam e speaker of Congress, m ost 
affected Jefferson. 
Calhoun, before his 
quarrel with Jackson, was a Protectionist 
and a quasi-Federaii- t. His main issue with 
the Federal parly was their waut of indig­ 
nation at the behavior of Great Britain on 
the high seas. 
W hen tho celebrated contest of 
1824 
arc o between J. Q. Adams and Jackson, 
Calhoun, Clay and Crawford, Mi. Crawford 
alleged that. he was t De only candidate ru n ­ 
ning who had anything in him left of the 
views < f Thom as Jefferson. General Jack­ 
son had taken early offence at both Jeffer­ 
son and Madison, and desired Monroe to 
come out against Madison iii the latter’s 
first tern) and take the presidency, 
We all 
know th a t the principal genius of Monroe’s 
adm inistration was John Quincy Adams, 
son of the old Federalist, and him self mere­ 
ly a Republican on account of the war issue 
of 
1812 
with 
England. 
Calhoun 
having 
had 
tho 
m easure 
of 
his 
am bition 
gratified 
by 
entering 
into 
the 
cabinet 
and 
receiving 
the 
nom­ 
ination for vice-president, had no disposi­ 
tion w hatever to rnako anv issue w ith the 
Federal governm ent, and he never dill 
until he was brought out of Dis retirem ent 
fiv Hie personal sensibilities of Jackson, 
who discovered th at lie had made some re­ 
flections upon th a t wilful hero during the 
Florida war. It was, tnerefore, tho quarrel 
between two Carolinians -Jai kson and Cal­ 
houn— brought on ny -lames Hamilton, the 
son of A lexander H am ilton, wiio called on 
Mr. Crawford and brought out the secrets 
of Monroe’s adm inistration, which brought 
on the apparent hostility between South 
Carolina aud the Union. 
I review the above m atters in order to 
Hhowboth the South Carol.m ans and tho 
N ortherners that, rem oving the quarrels of 
dead men. there is not the least reason for 
South Carolina stayingoutsideof the fullest 
nationality and federal alliance w ith the 
rest oi the land. H er nullification 
and 
secession periods have been unnatural 
episode'', and iii this present tim e of her 
calam ity she aud lier critics m ay well ask 
them selves w hat they have been contend­ 
ing about tor titty-five years 
I iitlu i'H c i'i o f t h e E a r t h q u a k e . 
Since w riting the above certain other 
strokes, or shocks, have been felt at Charles­ 
ton, yet I see no reason to change the views 
already expressed. 
E arthquakes do not 
visit places outside of their well known 
belt, or lines, except at rare periods. The 
earthquake at New Madrid, between Mem­ 
phis and Si. Louis, if so it really was, 
dropped a great extent of earth into some 
apparent lagoon ; yet never since th at day 
has there been tho slightest trem or iii the 
sam e vicinity. The Charleston earthquake 
is said to have come from the coast, 
as 
if 
following 
a 
general 
tram , 
or vept. 
beneath 
the 
sea 
from 
the 
West Indies; vet 
thero 
on 
the most 
notable island in Hie Gulf stands the city of 
Havana, old enough to contain the bones 
of Colum bus; and far more exposed to dis­ 
ease from m an’s indifference than to the 
visitations of Providence. 
The earthquake will have its provocative 
influence upon science in America, which 
has too much w anderer in our day into 
m ercenary lines. Our principal chem ists 
and electricians have been m aking money 
and when the scientific man becomes pro­ 
foundly greedy he is one of the most mer­ 
cenary objects in the world. A young in­ 
ventor was telling me some tim e ago of his 
visit to a celebrated electrician who has 
been rn iking pretensions to having discov­ 
ered the telephone. He never made these 
pretensions until tho question of money 
carne up and then with tpparent shame 
and reluctance he wheeled himself into 
line. My young inventor says that, when 
he called upon this man, expecting from 
him at least courtesy, ii no more, he found 
a hard, grasping, sententious 
person to 
whom inventions of every description ba l 
come to be nothing but stool pigeons to 
draw money from. 
He intim ated th at 


money would have to be put tip in consider­ 
able quantity to m ake it worth his while to 
look into a question of probably more con­ 
cern than all his inventions put together. 
S k i l l a n d A r t o f K a t l o n i . 
I som etim es have my doubts w hether tho 
inventive spirit of the Am ericans is not a 
retarding influence upon their general civi­ 
lization. Nations in our day are chiefly 
estim ated by the thoroughness and artistic 
quality of their industries. 
The British nation has thoroughness w ith­ 
out having m uch artistic quality and does 
that which it undertakes to do absolutely 
well. They can sell you a box of pickles, 
a box of shoe-blacking, a bottle of ale, 
w ithout equals any w here. 
You go to France and they can bind you 
a book better than anyw here in the world, 
not merely bind it by the wholesale and by 
division of labor, but bind it artistically, so 
th at every little tubing on the backs and 
edges represents a hum an aspiration, an act 
of skill. Yon may h ive to pay $500 for the 
binding of tho hook, but there will beno 
m atch for th a t book in th e town you live in, 
or the htate, perhaps. 
Tho Belgians have a thoroughness in 
painting and wood carving. 
The Am ericans have a very slight artistic 
s“nse in anything they do aud th e artist is 
altogether beneath the inventor iii our 
country, while the 
inventor stands al­ 
together inferior to the rude, raw capitalist. 
One of the strangest things about this weak­ 
ness in American society is th at foreign im ­ 
portations seem to pick up the quickest for 
adoption our worst points. 


V a l u e o f A d v e r t i s i n g . 
I was talking not long ago w ith a man 
who came from Scotland, where he was 
well acquainted w ith business methods. 
He had gone into half a dozen kinds of 
business at once, but chiefly patent m edi­ 
cines and advertising. 
Ho had no new 
m edicine, as I understood, but bought up 
old standard and laid-u-ido rem edies and 
revived them by advertising m ethods in 
excess of 
anything 
we 
li ve hitherto 
known. For instance, on ten diff erent rail­ 
roads going out of a certain em porium lie 
bought up every baru and outbuilding 
whose proprietor was sufficiently w anting 
in independence to let him have it. and tho. e 
he p intel! from top to bottom with the 
nam es of his remedies. Then he captured 
nearly every picture from abroad which 
struck the public eye. and by patented pro­ 
cesses reproduced it in com m oner form, yet 
good enough to deceive th e vulgar eye. Ile 
not only advertised lits own nostrum s, but 
lie w ent around am ong other advertisers 
and supplied them with glass signs made 
by the sand blast process, or in some other 
way. 
One m an who had m ade a fortune in the 
nostrum business said: " I’ll take a hundred 
dozen of those signs at such a figure.” 
"A hundred dozen,” replied our Scotch 
friend, “ why you want a thous iud gross.” 
This new eotjusr actually made the old 
advertiser shrink with the boldness of his 
suggestions. Now w hat comes of all th at 
loose, rude energy? 
It supports two or 
three barrooms, a fast buggy, and a m orn­ 
ing headache evory day in the year.

The im ­ 
provem ent is in the northern belt, W iscon­ 
sin, M innesota aud D akota 
The average 
yield exceeds elevon bushels, and m ay 
reach llV z bushels per acre. 
In tho South 
the harvest was disappointing. 
The returns indicate an average yield of 
about 12 V2 bushols per acre. 
The entire 
w heat product will apparently exceed th at 
of last year by DO,000,000 bushels. 
Corn 
has declined lrorn 81 in August to 77. The 
present crop prospect, with no further de­ 
cline. is Iii per cent, 
worse titan lust 
year, and indicates over 21 bushels per 
acre, or nearly 1,600,000,000 bushels. The 
cotton returns show a vigorous condition of 
the plant, with lateness and deficiency in 
ftuiting. T here has been im provem ent in 
most ofthn States, with decided decline in 
Texas and a little in Arkansas. W ith a long 
and 
favorable 
autum n 
it 
indicates 
an 
average 
crop. 
Yet 
a 
decline 
in 
condition 
after 
this 
dale 
is 
usual. The results of threshing m ake the 
condition of 
oats at harvest ill, a sm all 
reduction from earlier exportations. Barley 
is 93, an average crop,-buckw heat DO. Po­ 
tatoes have declined from 88.3 to 81,4 from 
the effects of local drought. 
In New York, the decline is from 97 to 
89, and it is heavy in the dry area of the 
West. Tobacco averages HI, The num bers 
of fattening hogs are apparently less uy 
about 6 per cent., w ith some reduction in 
average weight.

The United States revenue cutter Corwen 
seized three British vessels off the coast of 
Alaska, for alleged infringem ent of the 
m aritim e laws. They were held for ob­ 
taining seals inside the three-m ile coast 
line lim it, but there appears to be consider­ 
able doubt as to the legality of their seiz­ 
ure. A great point m ane is that if tho 
U nited States regard the seizure as legal it 
m ust perforce adm it the

A tlantic coast. It is very 
doubtful they will, and so tho vessels m ay 
be released. 
Danish men-of-war are engaged in patrol- 
ing the coast of Greenland, and United 
States fishing vessels have been warned 
off those shotes and forbidden to enter har­ 
bors, but on the sam e conditions as the 
Canadian authorities impose. 
It is rum ored th at President Cleveland 
will recom m end the appointm ent o a com ­ 
mission to the next Congress to settle the 
fisheries question.

The sensation of tile past week on the 
South A tlantic coast has been tile reputed 
appearance of a volcano off tile coast of 
Georgia. 
Careful exam ination, however, 
showed th at the story was only a scaro. 
Tents were sent from different Slates to 
the houseless people of Charleston, and the 
first part of tho week were freely used. 
It 
is now ‘said that confidence is gradually 
being restored, aud people are leturning to 
their houses, where they are in any degree 
habitable. Much sickness has resulted from 
Hie exposure, rains having fallen and added 
m uch to tim discom fort of the homeless 
people of the city. 
T here bus been no lack of food, hut the 
difficulties in the way of its proper distribu­ 
tion have been great. About 21,000 rations 
for one week were distributed in four days, 
20,500 to colored people alone. Tho com­ 
m ittee will hereafter deliver the rations to 
the bouses of those who need them , and 
for the purpose of ascertaining the needs of 
the people have 
appointed, twelvo can­ 
vassers. six of whom are to be nam ed bv 
the colored clergym en, to whom will be in­ 
trusted the duty of visiting tho different 
w elds in tho city and finding, out the resi­ 
dences of those who need rations. 
Assistance is pouring in from cities in the 
Not th.

Philadelphia,

Yolk, Chicago, Cincinnati, Cleveland and 
others have averaged the same, and the 
list of contributors is daily glow ing larger.

The railroads winch granted free passos 
to persons who desired to leavo Charleston 
have rescinded this privilege. It was found 
that large num bers took advantage ot the 
offer to go on excursions to other cities, 
and th at m any who could well aff ord to 
pay had abused the privilege.

only women aud children will he thus 
assisted.
